DRACULA’S DAUGHTER 
remains one of the greatest (and most 
underrated pictures produced during 
Universal’s original horror cycle of the 
thirties.

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Oklahoma's Horror Host - 


Count Gregore

"Good evening ; and welcome to Shock 
Theater. 1 do hope your doors 
windows are locked tonight and 
you're settled in and don't pick it up 
you hear a screech.-never mind, settle 
back!’’ 

4 bove is one of the many welcoming 
greetings that Count Gregore, aka 
John Ferguson in real life, has used 
to open a program in his 53 plus 
years as Oklahoma’s beloved and favorite 
late night television horror host. As you 
would imagine, Count Gregore 
institution in Oklahoma, first going on the air 
in May of 1958. Oklahomans of just about 
any age are familiar with the rich voice and 
dignified bearing of the Count — even when 
doing a comic relief skit. 

John Ferguson was bom February 17, 1928 
in Clinton Indiana. Growing up in the same 
house until the age of 17, one of his 
first gigs as an entertainer was as a 
member of his high school’s 
cheerleading team. In appearance 
and bearing, John is sort of a Jimmy 
Steward style everyman — not 
Hollywood handsome but 
unassuming and humble with a core 
integrity and quiet dignity that 
shines through Count Gregore to his 
viewers and fans. John’s elegant 
bearing was nurtured by a love of 
nice clothing and he worked retail 
sales in this field for a time. Taking 
a roundabout journey to Oklahoma 
by way of Hollywood, California, in 
1956 (more about Hollywood later), 

John accepted a position with NBC 
affiliate WKY TV Channel 4 in 
Oklahoma City as a staff announcer. 

His first role as a performer was as 
the Evil Duke of Mukeden on the 
weekday afternoon “3-D-DANNY” 
program. Dan-D-Dynamo was a 
space ranger and protector of the 
universe, a theme very popular in the 
cold war era of the 1950s. These John’s first role as a performer was as the Evil 
were the days of live television and Duke of Mukeden on the 3-D-DANNY program.

tight budgets so John doubled as 
other characters on this program as 
well, including Bazark the Robot. 
(Videotaping at WKY did not come 
into play until the late 1950s. Most 
of the early videotapes of John as 
Count Gregore, or portraying any 
other characters are gone.) As 
Bazark, John had to wear a very 
cumbersome robot costume and 
navigate his way around a very 
cramped set. 

John’s career as Count Gregore 
began on Saturday night. May 1 0, 
W? 1958 at 11:30 pm, after LIVE 
WRESTLING ended. (It should be 
noted that LIVE WRESTLING 
was hosted by Danny Williams, aka 
3-D-Danny and himself a legend in 
Oklahoma broadcasting. In the 
1970s, Danny hosted an afternoon 
television program named 
DANNYSDAY. During this 
period, he hired and mentored a 
young journalist named Mary Hart, 
now of ENTERTAINMENT 
TONIGHT fame.) SHOCK 
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T HEATER morphed into 
THRILLER in 1962 and broadcast 
time was midnight. In 1964, John 
moved to the ABC affiliate KOCO 
channel 5 in Oklahoma City and in 
1965 his program, NIGHTMARE, 
aired through 1972. In 1973, after a 
brief stint in Cincinnati, Ohio, John 
returned to WKY and the Count was 
seen on SLEEPWALKER’S 
MATINEE until 1979. (John got 
some national exposure with this 
program.) Moving again to 
independent station KOKH channel 25 
in Oklahoma City, Count Gregore 
hosted COUNT GREGORE’S 
HORROR THEATER at 7:00 pm on 
Saturday evenings. From 1984 
through 1988, John was a KAUT 
channel 43 in Oklahoma city, hosting 
SATURDAY HORROR THEATER 

John performed other roles during 
these years. My first recollection of 
him is from the early 1960s when he 
did a series of highway safety 
advertisements on local television, 
appearing as “The Grim Reaper.” He 
appeared in live “gunfights” at the 
Frontier City amusement park in north 
Oklahoma City and also engaged in 
personal appearances all over 
Oklahoma as Count Gregore. (A 1958 
photo exists of him making a personal 
appearance in the gymnasium of the 
high school I attended. It was taken 
several years before I knew of him or 
enrolled there.) 

Through the years, John met and 
appeared with a number of celebrities, 
including Johnny Tillotson, Jonathan 
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Count Gregore with Jonathan Frid.

Count Gregore has had several recurring characters appear 
with him through the years. Mr. Ape, Dr. Digby and Countess 
Athena are ones that quickly come to mind as we consider a 
career that now spans over 50 years. He even had his own 
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theme song. Written by David Barnes, it is titled, 
appropriately, “NIGHTMARE.” John has stated, “I believed 
my career as Count Gregore was over when I moved to 
KAUT sometime around 1982-83.” Happily, that was not to 
be the case. 

Persons familiar with horror prior to the current era realize 
that the legendary horror stars of yesterday were gentlemen of 
refinement. (Indeed, 
few female actresses 
were identified with 
horror back before 
Janet Leigh’s famous 
shower scene in 
PSYCHO.) Horror 
stars such as Boris 
Karloff, Bela Lugosi, 
John Carradine and 
Lon Chaney, Jr. commanded a screen presence which 
transcended the horror genre. Later on, the teaming of 
Christopher Lee and Peter Cushing redefined horror and how 
it was presented on screen. These were actors of great skill 
and personal character. They had to be to make the material 
they were given work to success. The point to all this is: John 

Ferguson fits this mold. Although not a film star, 

nevertheless he has been around long enough to be counted as 
a peer among the group listed above. Count Gregore works 
because of who John is, not because Count Gregore is such a 
remarkable character. 

Pam Henry, a retired newsperson and herself a well known 
and prominent person in Oklahoma, relates this interesting 
story: 

“When I was in Junior High school, I attended a girl’s 
slumber party hosted by a girl whose father worked at KOCO 
TV in Oklahoma City with Count Gregore. She knew that 
the Count’s name was John Ferguson. So, we looked up his 
home number in the OKC phone book and called him at about 





midnight. John answered the phone and we all told him how Count Gregore with some scary friends, 
much we loved his scary movies.

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exists on videotape — is the 1988 “First Annual American 
Fright Film Festival” put on by KAUT John explains, “By 
1988, Turner had purchased the Universal inventory and was 
pulling all of the films from syndication. We received 
permission to air six of the films which ran on our original 
programs from 1958 as a 30th anniversary festival.” The six 
films were FRANKENSTEIN, BRIDE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN, THE WOLFMAN, FRANKENSTEIN 
MEETS THE WOLFMAN, CREATURE FROM THE 
BLACK LAGOON and REVENGE OF THE 
CREATURE. Count Gregore encouraged viewers to 
videotape them because, “They are leaving syndication and 
will not be seen on television again.” This was 1988 and 
once again John believed that his days as Count Gregore were 
over. Once again, he was wrong. 

Count Gregore relates an interesting bit of Hollywood trivia 
during the FRIGHT FESTIVAL airing of THE 
WOLFMAN, he told us of a story that once ran in the 
Hollywood Reporter. “One day during shooting of THE 
WOLFMAN, Lon Chaney remembered he needed flowers 
because it was his and his wife’s anniversary. There was a 
strip center across the street from the Universal Studios so 
Lon went over there to purchase the flowers. He was in 
costume and it scared the clerk so badly she passed out.” 

John Ferguson was almost lost to Oklahoma in 1958, at the 
beginning of Count Gregore’s long run. Universal 
International Studios requested a test demo film of his live 
work at WKY. Unfortunately, before he could send the film 
to Hollywood, Universal International closed its doors. This 
was not good for John but was a blessing in disguise for 
Count Gregore and his fans, for if John had left for 
Hollywood, it is highly unlikely the character of Count 
Gregore would have survived at all; much less provide 53 
years of enjoyment to a very loyal fan base.

Today, John and the Count are still going strong, John and 
his family continue to endure many private challenges but 
they meet them with quiet courage and grace. The Count still 
makes personal appearances and performs many good works. 

He will not say so but I am convinced this very public man 
performs many of his good deeds in private, away from the 
spotlight and public eye. 

John has produced a two DVD set of his life and career. It 
is a priceless work containing rare photos and commentary.

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STRANGE TALES

jj/ Mi MR hat are our scary roots? Things we now 
take for granted had a start somewhere and 
Vv with this in mind we shall take a trip down 
W a scary path from the past that has rarely 
been visited. For us scary readers what happened in the 
pulp magazines of the early part of the 1900s set the 
stage for what is happening in our scary world now. 

The history of 20th Century science fiction and fantasy 
had its origins in what are called pulp magazines, 
primarily published during the late 1890s through the 
1950s, with their prime years being the 1920s and 1930s. 

Many of our favorite SF and horror stories originated in 
the pages of these magazines that were printed on cheap 
wood pulp paper (not meant to last the ravages of time; 
which is why they have the name, “pulps”). These 
magazine were low-priced mass marketed magazines not 
neatly trimmed like the magazine you are holding in your 
hands (or claws), and usually had sensational covers that 
would grab you from the newsstand and say, just like 
they did to Forrest J Ackerman when he was a 9 year-old 
boy in 1926 when he saw his first issue of AMAZING 
STORIES (Oct. 1926), “take me home, you will love 
me!” Most pulp magazines were 7x10 inches in size, 

128 pages long, and often left both ink stains on reader’s 
hands and bits of broken off paper on their laps. In 
today’s thinking the pulps were very much like modem 
TV shows. Essentially, pop culture that was meant to be 
brief excursions into another time and place and not 
necessarily meant to survive the ages. Pulps were the 
successors of the dime novels and penny dreadfuls of the 
1 800s and the predecessors of modem superhero comics 
and all their descendants. 

The first magazine in pulp format and the largest selling 
pulp of the time was ARGOSY that had a circulation of 
700,000 copies per issue during its heyday in the 19 10s- 1930s. 
Around 99% of the readership of pulps was male. Arguably, 
the most famous pulp magazine is the legendary, WEIRD 
TALES (started in 1923 and after several incarnations is still 
published today). Much has been written about that magazine 
and for sure much has yet to be written. The greatest of the 
greats were published in WT, such as H.P. Lovecraft, Robert E. 
Howard, Clark Ashton Smith, Frank Belknap Long, Ray 
Bradbury, Robert Bloch, and the list goes on and on. 

However, one contemporary pulp magazine during WEIRD 
TALES’ golden age has received very little attention. This 
pulp is STRANGE TALES OF MYSTERY AND TERROR, 
a member of the Clayton Magazine empire, and abbreviated 
simply as STRANGE TALES (not to be confused with the 
Marvel comic of the same name that came out decades later). 
Few have heard of the STRANGE TALES pulp magazine for 
two primary reasons. First is these issues are very scarce, most 


difficult to find in any condition, and only seven issues were 
published of this magazine’s short run during the early 1930s. 
The second is most of the published stories are, unfortunately, 
rather dull and boring. Be that as it may, there are still some 
shining examples within the pages of STRANGE TALES OF 
MYSTERY AND TERROR of what was deemed scary in the 
early 1930’s. After all, this was right in the middle of the Great 
Depression and escapist entertainment was tpuch sought after. 
And it was also the Great Depression that ultimately killed the 
STRANGE TALES pulp and since very few copies actually 
sold (25 cents per issue was a lot of money back then especially 
since most pulps were either 10 or 15 cents each) the publisher 
stopped the magazine after only 7 issues. The copies shown 
with this article are from my own collection. 

The first issue of STRANGE TALES made its debut in 
September 1931 and featured a Hans Wesso (short for Hans 
Wessolowski, a famous cover artist of the day) cover painting 
of a scary looking python snake with human arms, based on the 
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included story by Arthur J. Burks, “The Place of the Pythons.” 
Wesso did all 7 covers of this pulp’s run. Also in this issue are 
stories by Clark Ashton Smith (“The Return of the Sorcerer”) 
and Ray Cummings (“The Dead Walk”). 

The second issue, dated November, 1931, featured a Wesso 
cover of a scary looking creature with webbed hands. In this 
issue are stories by Henry S. Whitehead (“Cassius”), Victor 
Rousseau (“When Dead God’s Wake”), and Arthur J. Burks 
(“Guatemozin the Visitant”). 

The third issue, dated January 1932, features another Wesso 
cover, this time illustrating the famous werewolf story by Jack 
Williamson, “Wolves of Darkness.” Also in this issue are 
stories by Edmond Hamilton (“Dead Legs”), another Henry S. 
Whitehead story (“The Moon-Dial), a story by August W 
Derleth (a co-founder of the much beloved, Arkham House 
Publishers) titled, “The Shadow on the Sky,” and another Clark 
Ashton Smith (“The Door to Saturn”). The last story in the 
issue is by the amazing prolific Hugh B. Cave titled, “The Door 
to Doom.” 

The fourth issue dated March 1932, features Wesso art 
describing “The Duel of the Sorcerers,” by Paul Ernst. In this 
issue are stories by Henry S. Whitehead (“The Trap”) and 
Francis Flagg (“By the Hands of the Dead”), a frequent 
collaborator with Forry Ackerman. 

The fifth issue, dated June 1932, features a Wesso drawn 
cover of Hugh B. Cave’s story, “Stragella” (perhaps an early 
sign of ‘Vampirella’”?) In this story, “the tragedy of the ghost- 
ship was being reenacted...”, an interestingly scary story that 
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still holds up today. Also in this issue are stories by Henry S. 
Whitehead (“The Great Circle”), August Derleth and Mark 
Shorer (“The House in the Magnolias”), Robert E. Howard 
(People of the Dark”), and Clark Ashton Smith (“The Nameless 
Offspring”). 
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The sixth issue, cover dated, October, 1932, has a Wesso 
cover illustrating Clark Ashton’s Smith’s, “The Hunters From 
Beyond.” Also in this issue are articles by Henry S. Whitehead 
(“Sea-Tiger), Hugh B. Cave (“The Infernal Shadow”), and 
Frank B. Long, Jr. (“In the Lair of the Space Monsters”). 

The seventh and last issue, cover dated January, 1933 sports a 
Wesso cover illustrating the Hugh B. Cave story, 
“Murgunstrum,” a classic in many ways.

As it turns out, I didn’t finally see the film until 1980 when I 
caught it on Superstation WTBS out of Atlanta. But even 
though 1 was in my mid-twenties, I still loved it— the mammoth 
moth’s relentless path of destruction catapulted the Monster 
Kid in me straight into Toho Heaven! So much kaiju action! 
So much city destruction! So much military hardware 
(including the ultra-cool atomic heat cannons)! 

(An now time for a strange interlude — yes, I realize many of 
the miniatures in Japanese monster films such as MOTHRA 
are obvious, but I consider this part of the charm of Asian 
SFantasy films. At the time, the Japanese artisans weren’t so

jy f you’re a dyed-in-the silk Japanese monster fan 
K like me. I’m sure you’re well aware of (and 
m probably own) Sony’s three-DVD set ICONS OF 
W SCI-FI: TOHO COLLECTION that came out in 
2009; it contains both the American and Japanese 
versions of three early Toho SFantasy epics released to 
North America by Columbia Pictures: 

MOTHRA (Japanese 1961, American release 1962), 

THE H-MAN (Japanese 1958; American release 1959), 
BATTLE IN OUTER SPACE (Japanese 1959; 
American release 1 960). 

All three films were directed by the capable (but alas, 
late) Ishiro Honda, who specialized in Japanese monster 
and sci-fi movies. Following is not a review of the DVD 
set per se, but rather this humble fan’s commentary on 
each of the three films. 

The first ICONS OF SCI-FI movie under discussion is 
the American language MOTHRA. In fact, I made this 
viewing an event. Since it’s in widescreen, I wanted to 
imagine what it would have been like to have seen the 
movie as a kid on a drive-in screen back in the 1960’s. I 
know it would have totally knocked me out. 

As a youngster, I kfiew about MOTHRA from 1964 on, 
thanks to CASTLE OF FRANKENSTEIN #4’s positive 
review of the film: 

MOTHRA (Columbia) color, widescreen. Also from 
Japan [ the previous review had been for “ THE 
MANSTER ”], but spectacular, cleverly made s-f movie. 
A monster picture with charm! Gigantic moth, tiny 
singing girls. Good color, trick effect. By director of 
THE MYSTERIANS. 

Despite hoping MOTHRA would show up at local 
movie theatres in the early sixties, it never did. In fact, as

grave tones, GHIDRAH, THE THREE-HEADED 

B MONSTER’S otherworldly prophetess declared, “Today, 
m because of the space monster, it [Mars] is a dead world, 
W dead and unpopulated.” Well, that may be true for the 
Red Planet, but certainly not of “KAIJU KORNER!” Here 
there is life, life , LIFE! “It’s alive! It’s alive! It’s” — sorry, 
wrong movie reference. 

And yet the KAIJU KORNER is alive with a wealth of giant 
monster articles that run the gamut from film analysis to fan 
commentary to FAMOUS MONSTERS tributes to 
ruminations on kaiju eating habits. 

For newcomers to the world of Japanese monsterdom, a brief 
glossary of terms appears at the end of this article. For 
Japanese monster movie veterans, no explanations will be 
necessary. But with or without the benefit of having read the 
glossary, the articles will be easily understandable and, I hope, 
enjoyable. 

In this premiere column of KAIJU KORNER, I present 


THOUGHTS ON ICONS OF 
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much concerned with being realistic as they were 
with being spectacular and colorful, which in the 
fifties and sixties reflected the stylized Asian 
view of representative art. Still and all, many of 
the miniatures in early Japanese monster cinema 
were comparable to their Western counterparts, 
though sometimes lit poorly.) 

This brings us up to the present day when I 
viewed the ICONS OF SCI-FI DVD of the 
English dubbed MOTHRA in the 21st century. 
It was wondrous in widescreen, as I knew it 
would be — the visuals were crystalline, the color 
vibrant, the special effects vivid. The caterpillar 
Mothra is fairly realistic for the time, its 
demolition of meticulous Tokyo miniatures 


enthralling. 
However, it’s 
true that the 
adult Mothra 
often looks 
like what it 
is — a stiff 
special 
effects 
moth — but it 
is still often 
effective, and 
its wind blast 
obliteration 
of New Kirk 
city, what 
with all the 
miniature 

cars whirled about as skyscraper models crumble to the streets, 
is fun (if not exactly photo-realistic). 

My real surprise was watching the Japanese language, English- 
subtitled version of MOTHRA and discovering the various 
scenes deleted from Columbia’s 1962 Americanized version. 

Especially noteworthy are some special effects scenes that 
oddly got excised from the 1962 stateside adaptation, especially 
one of Mothra battering the top of a New Kirk City skyscraper 
that sends debris crashing earthward. Another clipped scene is 
that of a well-matted miniature helicopter flying over Tokyo. 

Also deleted from the Columbia version are scenes in which 
religion is discussed. For example, two Christian ministers lead 
New Kirk citizens to pray to God that Mothra would cease and 
desist from demolishing their city! In the same sequence, one 
of the three main characters says, “We can only pray for 
success.” This leads the main character to say, “I’m no priest, 
but we’ll just have to leave it all to the grace of God.” While 
his photographer partner prays, he then makes the sign of the 


cross. Interesting that Columbia deleted these scenes, though 
they probably only did so for time purposes and not due to 
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the dialogue appealing to God as higher Power, indicates 
that while Mothra may be a monster-god, she is a “small 
case” god only. 


hang-ups over religious references. 

Of course, regarding religion, Mothra’s symbol contains a 
cross as its centerpiece. Also in Steve Ryfle and Ed 
Godziszewski’s DVD commentary track on MOTHRA, it is 
noted that the mythos of Infant Island pretty much coincides 
with the traditional Biblical creation story. This coupled with 


Two other thoughts on ICONS OF SCI-FI: I’d always read 
that a scene of a showgirl attacked by atomic ooze in 1958’s 
THE H-MAN had been cut from the 1959 American version 
but was alive and well in the Japanese version. Well, thanks 
to ICONS OF SCI-FI, I have finally viewed this much 
ballyhooed scene — and I have to say, I feel a bit letdown. 
Unlike the H-Men’s other victims who become blobified, the 
camera very obviously freeze-frames on the showgirl while 
green H-stuff covers her. Not a very exciting effect, and 
certainly inferior to the yucky “melting” effects of the H- 
Men’s other victims. 

And now it’s time to bust a common myth concerning THE 
H-MAN: Many reviewers and commentators have assumed 
that THE H-MAN was inspired by 1958’s American-made 
THE BLOB (some have ungenerously called H-MAN a 
“ripoff). However, in Eiji Tsuburaya: Master of Monsters , 
Godzilla scholar August Ragone notes that THE H-MAN 
was actually in production before the American film was 
released. Also, aside from featuring somewhat similar blob 
creatures, both films 
are very dissimilar — 

American’s BLOB 
mixes outer space 
monster and teen angst 
themes, while H-MAN 
blends nuke-spawned 
mutants with Japanese 
gangster movies. 

Although in my 
humble opinion H- 
MAN spends too much 
time on its “cops and 
robbers” plot, the 
scenes featuring the H- 
Men are spot-on. In 
fact, H-MAN’s best 
sequence in both the 
Japanese and American 
versions is that of the 
wary sailors exploring a 
mist-enshrouded sea

vessel whose occupants appear to have vanished. 
Spooky and atmospheric, this scene rates among 
the best of Japanese SFantasy cinema. 

And now on to ICONS OF SCI-FI’s last 
entry— BATTLE IN OUTER SPACE. This 
one 1 had known about since 1965 thanks to a 
terse “TV Movieguide” review of it in CASTLE 
OF FRANKENSTEIN #7 that read: 

BATTLE IN OUTER SPACE (74-min-Toho, 
Col- 1960) Good special effects in this Japanese 
epic about invaders attacking earth. Ryo 
Ikebe,Kyoko Anzai, Harold Conway. Color. 


CoF was 
often unkind 
to Japanese 
sci-fi, so this 
positive 
review made 
me want to 
see the film 
all the more.

cable TV). For me, then and now, the special effects are a 
mixed bag. Some of them are quite good for 1959, while 
others are sadly inept. Still the film boats a wide-eyed, comic 
book sensibility that keeps the movie watchable and makes the 
various miniatures endearing throughout. 

What startled me in the ICONS OF SCI-FI version is how 
obvious the wires are that holdup BATTLE IN OUTER 
SPACE’S mothership and the saucers during the aliens’s attack 
on Tokyo. 1 never noticed these wires in the pan-and-scan 
version that plays on American TV Maybe too much picture 
clarity is not a good thing! 


Well, that’s it for the first column of KAIJU KORNER. 
Hope you liked it. Next time, we’ll take a look at a little 
examined aspect of kaiju eiga — namely, what giant monsters 
eat!

BRIEF GLOSSARY OF JAPANESE 
MONSTER MOVIE TERMINOLOGY 

Daiei. Japanese film studio that produced the Gamera and Majin 
series of movies. 

Daikaiju. Meaning “giant monster." Giant Japanese monsters are 
sometimes referred to as daikaiju, but more often than not, they're 
simply called “kaiju” (see next entry). 

Kaiju. Meaning: "strange beast or monster" This is the most 
common term used to refer to a giant monster 
Heisei series. Refers to the seven Godzilla movies Toho 
produced between the years 1984-1995. Each of these films 
shares the same timeline, but in this series, the only Showa series 
Godzilla film that is supposed to have occurred is the original 1954 
GODZILLA (released to the U.S. in 1956 as GODZILLA, KING OF 
THE MONSTERS). 

Showa series. Refers to the fifteen Godzilla movies Toho 
produced between the years 1954-1975. This is often called the 
“Classic Series." Although the films do occur in a single timeline, 
after DESTROY ALL MONSTERS, the character of the remaining 
Showa movies would drastically change, and the continuity 
became loose, at best. 

Millennium or Millennial series. Refers to the seven Godzilla 
movies Toho produced between the years 1999-2004. The only 
two films that share the same timeline in this series are GODZILLA 
AGAINST MECHAGODZILLA and GODZILLA: TOKYO SOS. 
Each of the other Millennial films occurs in a separate alternate 
history. 

Toho. Major Japanese film company that produced all of the 
Japanese Godzilla films and most of Japan's giant monster and 
science fiction movies. Other Toho creations include MOTHRA, 
RODAN, and GHIDRAH, THE THREE-HEADED MONSTER.

n octopus ate him for dinner and the 
Colossal Man stole his own food. Ed 
Wood put him on his lifetime crap list, 
but Don Nagel thought he was a better 
actor than given credit for. Arthur Lennig in 
THE COUNT misidentified his surname as 
“Baqun,” as did Bill Warren in KEEP 
WATCHING THE SKIES, though Warren 
corrected himself in the BRIDE OF THE 
MONSTER cast listing. 

Bom in Illinois September 16, 1917, George 
Jerome Becwar enlisted in the Air Force in 1941, 
was discharged in ‘45 and re-upped the next year. 

A first lieutenant Air Force Special Agent with 
military intelligence, Becwar received thirteen 
decorations and the commendation pendant for 
his services in the United States, Canada, England 
and Europe. While still a soldier, he began acting 
on radio, functioning as a writer and actor on the 
twenty-two week series AIR FORCE AGENT. 

The civilian Becwar wrote and played Harry 
Truman in PRESIDENTIAL AGENT. For 
THE BLACK DAHLIA, he was Lt. Dohohoe 
and was narrator and lead of INVASION FROM 
MARS. Another Becwar-scripted radio play was 
THE DAY I DIED. 

Becwar found further demand on the Los 
Angeles stage. Notable roles were McLeod in 
DETECTIVE STORY, the Captain in MISTER 
ROBERTS, Artimideous in CAESAR and the 
title role in HAMLET For the tour production 
of OUTWARD BOUND, after which he left the 
boards, he was praised by the L.A. Times drama 
critic for “a towering performance.” 

Rarely seen on film, Becwar was a Mad Ave 
exec in IT SHOULD HAPPED TO YOU 
(1954), featuring Roger Pace of Becwar’s 1958 
movie WAR OF THE COLOSSAL BEAST, 
and played a gaffer in the ‘54 A STAR IS 
BORN. 

Only in his late thirties, Becwar aged a near-equal number of 
years when made up to play Prof. Vladimir Strowski in 
BRIDE OF THE MONSTER (1956). Besides Dr. Eric 
Vornoff s mutant octopus, there was the tentacle of implied 
Soviet reach in Strowski, who has searched the world for the 
scientific outcast their government now believes — thanks to 
Strowski — was right after all about his atomic superman 
experiments. 

Lofty, ulterior ally-motivated Strowski has no real reason to 
visit the cops investigating Lake Marsh, but the scene 


embellishes the character, who claims he is “an authority on the 
subject of prehistoric monsters”(then sniffs a lapel carnation). 
Also tracking Strowski enables Lt. Craig to discover Vornoff 
captive Janet Lawton’s ‘38 Chevy. At least Janet could open 
her door from the inside. His rental job a Studebaker coupe 
with full wraparound glass, Strowski must exit by using the 
exterior driver’s door handle. 

In the last bit of bravura Bela-cosity, Vornoff speleen-vents 
all his rage and grief as Strowski, with studied eye blinks, 
registers ocular empathy. “My government ordered me to 
bring you back!”, insists armed Strowski — behind him 
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Vomofrs bigger giant: Lobo! 

Slumped in a comer of its overhead-lit dry dock, the broken, 
underpowered octo-prop with one -wire-raised appendage acts 
as a cushion as Strowski — like he was being repeatedly 
pushed — falls against it several times. While Strowski screams 
“Vomoff! Vomoff!”, water fills the chamber and his cries are 
nearly obscured by a fog homish tuba on the 1 930s-sounding 
music score. 

BRIDE OF THE MONSTER lore makes much of the 
acrimony between Ed Wood and Becwar caused by Wood not 
paying Becwar the agreed-upon sum, prompting Becwar to 
complain to S.A.G. Wood never forgave Becwar for the 
temporary production shutdown. 
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We’ll probably never know what Bee war thought of Bert 1. 
Gordon. Who could also put some folks off. In WAR OF 
THE COLOSSAL BEAST, a more real-life looking and 
speaking Becwar was another circumstance-link figure as gun 
club owner John Swanson. Driving an ice cream Buick station 
wagon that matches his macho white duds, Swanson reports the 
theft of a food truck hijacked by Col. Glenn Manning.

The N. Y. Tunes Doug- 
las Churchill treated the proceedings a* an immense joke, 
commenting that “the effect on Lugosi was so amazing that 
the studio's exploitation engineers believe that hypnosis can 
be practiced on writers to make them finish scripts . . . 
on critics to assure good notices, but most of all on actors. 
“PIC” V representative, also present, said on the other hand:

Since you’re not likely to find vampire hunters in 
the yellow pages, on billboards, or on infomercials, 
here’s a handy guide and some background on who 
to call for all your vampire vanquishing needs. 

One of the older, more respected names in the 
business is Van Helsing. What became a family 
business began as a one-man operation over a 
hundred years ago in Bram Stoker’s book 
DRACULA (1897). Abraham Van Helsing’s 
name was not only a nod to the author’s first name, 
but also to his father Abraham Stoker Senior. With 
Van Helsing’s knowledge of obscure diseases, as 
referred to in Stoker’s book, the good doctor would 
become quite the expert on the undead over the 
course of his many film appearances. 

In Britain’s Hammer Film production of 
DRACULA, known in America as HORROR OF 
DRACULA (1958), Dr. Van Helsing (Peter 
Cushing) would in 1885 with his state-of-the-art 
Dictaphone record his latest findings for future 
vampire hunters: “Research on vampires: certain 
basic facts established. One: Light. The vampire 
allergic to light. Never ventures forth in daytime. 
Sunlight fatal. ..repeat.. .fatal, would destroy them. 
Two: Garlic. Vampires repelled by the odor of 
garlic. Three: The Crucifix, symbolizing the power 
of good over evil. The power of the Crucifix in 
these cases is two-fold. It protects the normal 
human being, but reveals the vampire, or victim of 
this vile contagion when in advance stages.

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vampirism, but are unable to relinquish the practice. Similar to 
addiction to drugs. Ultimately, death results from loss of 
blood, but unlike normal death, no peace manifests itself, for 
they enter into the fearful state of the undead. Since the death 
of Jonathan Harker, Count Dracula, the propagator of this 
unspeakable evil, has disappeared. He must be found.. .and 
destroyed.” 

Of course, another indispensible tool in the fight against 
vampires is the wooden stake through their hearts, a gruesome 
task that Van Helsing nevertheless carries out, knowing that it 
will release the soul of those afflicted, such as the unfortunate 
Lucy Holmwood (Carol Marsh). Dracula himself (Christopher 
Lee) was himself destroyed by the aforementioned sunlight. 

In time, vampire hunters would add to their knowledge as Van 
Helsing did with his very next Hammer Film appearance 
against the BRIDES OF DRACULA (1960). Despite the 
absence of the Count himself, there was plenty of undead evil 
to do battle with, in the form of Baron Menster (David Peel) 
and those that he afflicted, including his own mother (Martita 
Hunt). One of those rare instances where a vampire retains 
something of a conscience, the Baroness willingly accepted 
Van Helsing’s stake solution to her affliction. Her son was 
another matter. After putting the bite on Van Helsing himself, 
Baron Meinster announced his intention to make the innocent 
Marianne Danielle (Yvonne Monlaur) his latest bride. While 
the Baron went to fetch his intended. Van Helsing applied a 
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red hot poker to his own neck wound and 
doused the pain with Holy Water. The 
wound disappeared, the spell was broken, 
and the good doctor was ready to battle the 
Baron a final time. A shot of Holy Water in 
the face weakened and disfigured the Baron 
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who fled the burning windmill. Under the 
light of the full moon, Van Helsing leapt 
onto the windmill blades and positioned 
them to form the shadow of a Cross onto the 
fleeing Baron who fell to the ground, never 
to rise again. Earlier in the film, burning 
was revealed to be another means of 
destroying vampires, and the fire at the end 
of the adventure presumably destroyed the 
Baron’s known total of two brides. 

Running water was revealed as a vampire 
deterrent in the next installment, 
DRACULA-PRINCE OF DARKNESS 
(1966) which returned the Count 
(Christopher Lee), but with Father Sandor (Andrew Keir) pinch 
-hitting for Van Helsing. Near the end of Dracula’s onslaught, 
he found himself locked in a struggle with human opponent 
Charles (Francis Matthews) on an ice-cover portion of the 
Castle Dracula moat. A few well-placed gunshots from 
Charles’ wife Diana (Susan Farmer) sent the Count to what 
appeared to be a watery grave. 

But by the time, any good hunter would know that it’s hard to 
keep a vampire down, and by the next sequel DRACULA HAS 
RISEN FROM THE GRAVE (1968) thanks to a bit of blood 
that trickled from the wound of a priest (played by Ewan 
Hooper) through a crack in the ice and onto the Count’s lips. 
In a first attempt to stake the Count it was learned that the stake 


alone was not enough to dispatch Dracula. The act had to be 
accompanied by prayer from a believer, which luckily the once 
-agnostic Paul (Barry Andrews) converted to, but not in time to 
save friendly barmaid Zena (Barbara Ewing) from destruction, 
or to save the good Monsignor Mueller (Rupert Davies) from 
an eventually fatal blow to the head by the weak-willed priest, 
now in thrall to Dracula. But when all seemed lost and with 
Mueller’s niece, Paul’s fiance Maria (Veronica Carlson), on the 
verge of victimization by Dracula, Paul made a final attempt to 
topple the Count. In what would be the first of several of 
Dracula’s pinpoint landings onto something sharp, the Count 
fell onto a large crucifix and was impaled. At that point it was 
the priest who uttered the prayer that sealed Dracula’s latest

doom and disintegration. 

To bring him back, though, young Lord Courtley (Ralph 
Bates) needed only to TASTE THE BLOOD OF DRACULA 
(1970). Lord Courtley died from the bloody brew and from a

beating by the three men who 
took part in the ritual. From 
Courtley’s remains, the Count 
was again reborn to wreak 
vengeance on those who 
abandoned his servant. Using 
the young adult offspring of 
the three patriarchs, Dracula 
carried out his task and then 
some. But an abundance of 
religious symbols at an 
abandoned church sent the 
Count plummeting to his 
demise and back into red 
dust. 

Since by this time we were 
so familiar with the ways in 
which Dracula was constantly 
resurrected, the makers of 

Hammer’s SCARS OF DRACULA (1970) dispensed with that 
formality and got right into the story. Much of the usual love, 
death and debauchery lead up to a spectacular demise as the 
metallic spear which was intended to impale the Count was hit 
by lightening causing the old boy to burst into flames and

plummet from the heights of his castle and the cliff on which it 
stood. 

When next seen, the Count was atop a speeding carriage in 
London’s Hyde Park battling arch enemy Van Helsing (Peter 
Cushing). A sudden stop into a tree sent both men flying with 
Dracula impaled on a broken wheel. With quick thinking and 
determination, Van Helsing snapped the wheel free, leaving 
one spoke to drive through the vampire’s heart. Van Helsing 
himself expired from the struggle. A young servant of Dracula 
gathered up some of his master’s dust into a vial and secretly 
buried it in the same cemetery where Van Helsing was buried. 
A hundred years later, the servant’s descendant, one Johnny 
Alucard (Christopher Neame), dug up the vial and resurrected 
DRACULA A.D. 1972. As a reward, Johnny was vampirized, 
but met his end in record time when Lorimer Van Helsing 
(Cushing again) tossed a crucifix into Johnny’s makeshift 
coffin in the lad’s apartment. A combination of the rising sun 
and a stumble into the running water of a bathtub shower 
spelled glug-glug for Johnny. Dracula himself was destroyed 
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again later near an 
abandoned church 
when he tumbled 
into a pit of stakes 
prepared by his 
nemesis. 

Drac bounced 
back again for 
Hammer’s 
SATANIC RITES 
OF DRACULA 
(1973) as reclusive 
modern day 
corporate executive 
D.D. Dehnam, out 
to destroy the 
living (and 
consequently 
himself?) with 
plague germs. 

After being 
entwined in a 
hawthorn bush (the 
type of thorns that 
formed the crown of Christ at the Crucifixion) a weakened, 
disoriented Dracula got the stake once again. The final stake 
for Christopher Lee in a Hammer film. 
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The Count 


is hack, with an eye for Londons 
hotpants... and a taste for everything. 
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But Dracula (played by John Forbes Robinson) would return 
in a tale from the Count’s past, LEGEND OF THE GOLDEN 
VAMPIRES (1974), a collaboration of Hammer Films and the 
Shaw Brothers of Hong Kong. Pitted against an early 20th 
century Van Helsing (Peter Cushing), Dracula wreaked havoc 
in the Orient as a leader of the aforementioned seven. A 
combination of kung fii and well-placed stakes put an end to 


DRACUIA 
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the vampires and to their king. 

While the Van Helsing portrayals are among those that Peter 
Cushing is best known for, the character has been essayed by 
other renowned performers in subsequent years. Herbert Lorn 
in director Jess Franco’s COUNT DRACULA (1970) squared 
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off against Christopher Lee. Dennis Price 
as Van Helsing took on singer Harry 
Nilsson as Count Downe in director Freddie 
Francis’ musical comedy SON OF 
DRACULA (1974). Frank Finlay was Van 
Helsing in the BBC-TV production 
COUNT DRACULA (1977) with Louis 
Jourdan in the title role. Richard Benjamin 
as a modern-day Van Helsing contended 
with the comical Count (George Hamilton) 
in LOVE AT FIRST BITE (1979). That 
same year Laurence Olivier weighed in as 
Van Helsing in director John Badham’s 
DRACULA (Frank langella, re-creating his 
stage role). 

The Van Helsing list goes on. Walter 
Ladengast in the German NOSFERATU 
THE VAMPYRE (1979); Malachi Throne 
in PASSION OF DRACULA (TV, 1980); 
George Mitchell in schlockmeister Jerry 
Warren’s final film, FRANKENSTEIN 
ISLAND (1981); Severn Darden in 
SATURDAY THE 14TH (1981); Jack 
Gwillim in THE MONSTER SQUAD 
(1987), and Ace Mask in 
TRANSYLVANIA TWIST (1989). With 
those eighties’ exploits out of the way, it 
was time to get serious again. Perhaps 
thinking if it was good enough for Olivier, 
Anthony Hopkins portrayed Van Helsing in 
BRAM STOKER’S DRACULA (1992), 
referred to by many as Francis Coppola’s 
“DRACULA.” 

Sometimes, a Van Helsing battled Dracula 
and sometimes he (or she) took on different 
opponents. Peter Fonda played a modern- 
day Van Helsing descendent faced 
Dracula’s daughter NADJA (1994). 
Richard Joseph Paul played Adam Van 
Helsing, whose high-tech anti-vampire 
squad helped VAMPIRELLA (made for

Helsing VI and VII respectively in 
THIS DARKNESS: THE VAMPIRE 
VIRUS (made for video, 2003); Ken 
Mitzkovitz in ADVENTURES OF 
YOUNG VAN HELSING: THE 
QUEST FOR THE LOST SCEPTER 
(video, 2004); Casper Van Dien as 
Captain Abraham Van Helsing in 
DRACULA 3000 (TV, 2004); and 
Erika Smith in SEXY ADVENTURES 
OF VAN HELSING (Video, 2004). 

In the big budget, VAN HELSING 
(Universal, 2004), Hugh Jackman as 
Gabriel Van Helsing not only went 
tooth-and-nail with the Count (Richard 
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Roxburgh), but as a full-fledged monster hunter working for 
the Vatican, took down Mister Hyde for starters, then about any 
other monster that might come along, and briefly becoming a 
werewolf himself] 

Back in video land 2005, Todd Tucker put in an appearance as 
Van Helsing, but the main vampire hunter was SHIRA: THE 
VAMPIRE SAMURAI, a half-human/half-vampire played by 
Chona Jason. 

Van Helsing himself (Rhett Giles) became immortal back in 
1885 in WAY OF THE VAMPIRE (2005), at least until he 
could destroy the last vampire prince. And David Suchet, best 
known to most mystery fans as the best Hercule Poirot ever, 
became Abraham Van Helsing in the third BBC-TV production 
of DRACULA (2006) with Marc Warren in the title role. 

Preceding all other film versions of “Dracula” as well as being 
set in an earlier part of the 19th century was F.W. Murnau’s 
NOSFERATU (1922), which, for copyright purposes, 
substituted other names for the characters of Stoker’s book. 
The “Book of Vampires” told Ellen Hutter (Greta Schroder) 
how to destroy the vampire Graf Orlok (Max Schreck). She 
sacrificed herself by allowing Orlok to slake his thirst at her 



throat. This, in turn, caused him to lose track of the time, and 
as the sun rose and shined through the window, Orlok was 
reduced to a wisp of smoke. 


Others who’ve taken up the fight in times past include 19th 
century swashbuckler CAPTAIN KRONOS, VAMPIRE 
HUNTER (Hammer, 1974) with Horst Janson in the title role. 
“Late of the Imperial Guard,” he was accompanied by vampire 
expert Professor Hieronymos Grost (John Cater). “What he 
doesn’t know about vampirism wouldn’t fit a flea’s codpiece,” 
Kronos assured Dr. Marcus (John Carson), who in turn assured 
his friend “I know you’ve got guts, Kronos. I’ve seen them.” It 
was Marcus who summoned Kronos to the town of Durward 
where a number of young girls had recently been drained of 
youth. Grost informed his friends (and us) that “there are as 
many species of vampire as there are beasts of prey. The Cross 
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can only protect people who truly believe, and different 
vampires require different means of destruction.” Wooden 
stakes, hanging, decapitation, fire and water among them. 

Along for the ride was the lovely Carla (Caroline Munro) 
whom the Captain rescued from wooden stocks where she’d 
been consigned for having danced on a Sunday. What strict 
times they lived in. And as is often the case, while area 
officials focused on punishing such ludicrous crimes, bigger 
problems went unchecked. But with Kronos & Company on 
the case, we had a fighting chance. Another way Grost knew to 
reveal vampires was the toad in the hole. “If a vampire should 
bestrode, close to the grave of a dead toad, then the vampire 
life shall give, and suddenly the toad shall live.” Bells on 
ribbons tied to trees served as an alarm, but failed to prevent 
another young woman from getting a face full of bat. 

The story played out at times like a game of chess. In fact, 
while Kronos carried on with Carla in a nearby bam, Grost and 
Marcu passed the time with a game of chess and a bottle of 
wine. Kronos confided in Carla about how his mother and 
sister had become vampires while he was at war, and how he 
had to stake them himself. 

A potential rook in the game was local sword-for-hire Kerro 
(Ian Hendry), who along with two more pawns were hired to 
dispatch Kronos. The good Captain, however, put all three 
away with two lightning-fast sweeps of the sword. Meanwhile, 
Dr. Marcus followed a set of carriage tracks from the scene of 
the latest vampire attacks to the Durward home. It had been 
seven years since Marcus failed to save Lord Durward from 
death by the plague. Lady Durward (Wanda Ventham) had 
since appeared to age considerably, while son Paul (Shane 
Briant) and daughter Sara (Lois Daine) were determined to 
remain young. 

On his way back home, 
time momentarily froze for 
Dr. Marcus. He soon 
discovered that during that 
time he was attacked by the 
mysterious figure in black 
and had himself become an 
undead. Now appearing 
younger and sporting fangs, 

Marcus begged Kronos and Grost to put an end to that 
affliction. They tried staking him, hanging him, and finally by 
accident a crucifix made of steel was imbedded in Marcus’ 
chest, and he died, providing the heroes with the clue on how to 
combat their unknown antagonist. A sword was fashioned 
from a large graveside crucifix. Carla, acting as bait called on 
the Durwards, and during the night, fell under the spell of the 
vampire. Final confrontation took place on the chess board- 
like floor of the Durward drawing room as good and evil 
crossed swords, while most of the remaining, and mostly 
transfixed, pieces looked on. Kronos and Gorst, their mission 
accomplished, departed to 
“wherever there is evil to be 
fought.” Alas, we would see 
no more of these fights, as 
Hammer moved on to other 
projects and soon into a kind 
of limbo, before itself being 
resurrected only recently. 

Who knows? Maybe one day 
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(1943), small town 
American doctor Hairy 
Brewster (Frank Craven) 
had enough suspicions and 
sense to call in Hungarian 
Professor Lazio (J. 

Edward Bromberg) 
when a series 
inexplicable misfortunes 
befell inhabitants of a 
bayou plantation. Sure 
enough, the current 
Count Dracula (Lon 
Chaney Jr.) had begun 
his one-man invasion of 
the relatively young and 
vital U-S-A. Lazio 

filled Brewster in on vampire weaknesses and powers, 
including one we hadn’t yet heard of, the power to 
transform into mist. And as if on cue, the Count seeped in 
under the door to re-materialize and face his latest 
opponents. The traditional crucifix repelled the attack, and 
later the junior Count met his end when the burning of his 
coffin left him open to the rays of the rising sun. That fate

But while the studio was still celebrating its heyday in the 
1960’s, there were lessons to be taught in the school of vampire 
hunting. For example, if you’re out to exterminate vampires in 
groups, here’s a handy method, courtesy of Professor Zimmer 
(Clifford Evans) in Hammer’s KISS OF THE VAMPIRE 
(1964). From medieval books the old boy pieced together 
details of a ceremony to be performed when the moon is full, 
and Capricorn in conjunction with Saturn. Got that? The 
ceremony is called Corpus Diabolos Levitum, “the evocation of 
the forces of evil.” It’s a way of forcing evil to destroy itself. 
And so it does, as a wave of bloodthirsty bats invade the 
ceremonial chamber of diabolical Doctor Ravna (Noel 
Willman) and his vampire cult, an ending originally intended 
for Hammer’s BRIDES OF DRACULA. 

Of course, before anyone ever heard of Hammer Films, the 
Van Helsings of Universal brought vampire hunting into the 
twentieth century. Edward Van Sloan as Van Helsing 
spearheaded the battle against DRACULA (1931) and 
DRACULA’ S 
DAUGHTER (1936), 
while Mexico’s Eduardo 
Arozamena played Van 
Helsing in Universal’s 
1931 Spanish language 
DRACULA. Rather than a 
Victorian-era setting, these 
tales were more or less set 
in the times in which the 
films were made. And for one who had not yet lived even a 
single lifetime, Professor Van Helsing was indeed a wise man. 
Whether warning that the strength of the vampire lies in those 
of us who do not believe, or tracking down the resting place of 
Dracula himself (Bela Lugosi) and driving the wooden stake 
through the vampire’s heart, Van Helsing was again someone 
you definitely wanted on your side. If it had been up to 
clueless John Harker (David Manners), everyone in England 
today would likely be flapping around in caves, basements or 
belfries. 

To effectively exterminate vampires, one must indeed be 
familiar with the power of their enemies. While Van Helsing 
was out of the picture in Universal’s SON OF DRACULA 
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befell Dracula again in Universal’s HOUSE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN (1944) and HOUSE OF 
DRACULA (1945), both with John Carradine 
as the Count. 


A similar fate was in store for Armand Tesla 
(Bela Lugosi) in RETURN OF THE 
VAMPIRE (Columbia, 1943) when his 
werewolf servant Andreas (Matt Willis) turned 
upon his master and dragged him into the 
daylight. Sunrise plus fire equaled doom for vampire Elwin 
Clayton (George Zucco) in P-R-C’s DEAD MEN WALK 
(1943), while fire, preceded with impalement on a silver-tipped 
spear had similar success in removing vampire Webb Fallon 
(John Abbot) in Republic’s THE VAMPIRE’S GHOST 
(1945). Years later, the Count (played by Francis Lederer) 
remembered the mist-ifying transformation trick and taught it 
to his newest female recruit during THE RETURN OF 
DRACULA (1958). Maybe the transformation was something 
he could only do in America. 

Silver, generally considered fatal to 
werewolves, would eventually work 
its way into vampire killing as well, 
as in the case of ABC Television’s 
popular daytime serial DARK 
SHADOWS. Prior even to that, 
platinum bullets would be required 
in at least one case, that of the 
vampire Nostradamus (German 
Robles) in a multi-part Mexican 
movie serial, itself edited into four 
Nostradamus movies for American 
television. 

For the remainder of the 20th 
century and beyond, one or more of 
the previously prescribed methods 
were employed to keep the vampire 
population down. Amateurs and 
professionals alike have had their 
work cut out for them, and the old 
extermination methods were 
sometimes applied in new ways. 

Holy Water was appropriately 
loaded into squirt guns for use 
against the undead of THE LOST 
BOYS (1987) and FROM DUSK 
‘TIL DAWN (1996). 


In 1992 we met BUFFY 
THE VAMPIRE 
SLAYER (played by 
Kristy Swanson), at first a 
shallow, vacuous high 
school cheerleader. She 
soon discovered that she 
was the latest in a line of 
chosen slayers dating 


back many centuries. Her training 
by the mysterious Merrick (Donald 
Sutherland) prepared Buffy for 
battle against vampire master 
Lothos (Rutger Hauer) and his right 
hand man Amilyn (Paul Reubens) as 
they prepared to wreak havoc on the 
school prom. Buffy’s battles 
continued in the popular TV series 
from 1977 through 2003 with Sarah 
Michelle Gellar in the title role. 

With a two-month period in 1998, 
two more vampire hunters with 
different methods made the scene. 
BLADE, based on the Marvel 
Comics character, starred Wesley 
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Snipes in the title role. Before he was born, Blade’s mother 
was attacked by a vampire and died. Surviving as someone 
who is part vampire and part human. Blade is immune to 
traditional vampire weaknesses, including sunlight. In Balkan 
folklore, a Dhampir is said to be the child of a vampire father 
and human mother. 
Dhampir powers are 
reputedly similar to those 
of the vampire, while 
retaining none of the 
weaknesses. While Blade 
may not be of Balkan 
vampire descent, he was 
uniquely qualified to take 
on the fiendish forces of 
up-an-coming vampire 
Deacon Frost (Stephen 
Dorff) Rescuing 

vampire-bite victim Dr. 
Karen Jenson (N’Bushe 
Wright), Blade introduces 
her to his dedicated 
associate Whistler (Kris 
Kristofferson), who clued 
her in on the situation. 
“They’re everywhere. ..vampires.. .the hominus noctumis. We 
hunt ‘em, you see. Moving from one city to the next... tracking 
their migrations. They’re hard to kill. ..they tend to regenerate. 
Crosses don’t do squat. Some of the legends are true, though. 
Vampires are severely allergic to silver. Feed ‘em garlic and 
they go into anaphylactic shock. Then of course there’s always 
sunlight.. .ultra-violet rays.” At which point, he handed Blade 
an ultra-violet ray projector and continued to explain to their 
new recruit. “There’s a war goin’ on out there. 
Blade... myself... a few others. ..we’ve tried to keep it from 
spillin’ over onto the streets.” Whistler supplied Karen with 
“vampire mace” spray made from silver 
nitrate and essence of garlic. 

Blade later identified a glyph marking 
on the back of the neck of police officer 
Krieger, a familiar (or vampire 
wannabe), whom Blade rightly 
described as somebody’s property. 

Blade then robbed the dazed Kreiger of 
valuables and explained to Karen “How 
do you think that we fund this 
organization? We’re not exactly the 
March of Dimes.” Next we found that 
Kreiger had a portable blood supply in 
the trunk of his car. He ran off, but later 
returned and he was trailed by Blade to 
a vampire safe-house, indicated by that 
previously identified marking. He gave 
Karen a refresher course in “Vampire 
anatomy 101. ..crosses and holy water 
don’t do****.. .so forget what you’ve 
seen in the movies. You use a stake, 
silver, or sunlight.” He supplied her 
with a gun and special bullets. “Silver 
hollow-point, filled with garlic. You 
aim for the head or the heart.”

Karen herself developed a new 
weapon, an anti-coagulant formula 
which when mixed with vampire blood, 
proved explosively fatal to the targets. 
Meanwhile, Frost de-fanged and 
destroyed by sunlight the vampire 
council chief Dragonetti (Udo Kier). 
Rounding up the remaining twelve 
council members and capturing Blade 
himself, Frost prepared to conduct the 
La Magra Blood God ritual. If 
successful, Frost would become the new 
Blood God, and he and his followers 
would be able to walk about in daytime, 
all but indestructible. In the end, 
however, good would triumph. Blade’s 
subsequent battles on the big screen in 
2002 and 2004 were followed by a short 
-lived 2006 TV series (with Sticky 
Fingaz in the title role). 

Extra-ordinary vampire villainy 
against the nation and the world must be 
met by extra-ordinary vampire hunters. 

In addition to BLADE, another vampire 
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hunter, along with a hand-picked crew, 
was prepared to do whatever it took to 
bring down another ambitious plot. 

Director John Carpenter’s VAMPIRES 
(1998) starred James Woods as Jack 
Crow, whose team was secretly enlisted 
by the Vatican to stop master vampire 
Valek (Thomas Ian Griffith) from 
acquiring an ancient relic, the Cross of 
Berzeay, needed to conduct a ceremony 
that would enable Valek and his followers 
to do their thing in the daytime. That 
seemed to be quite the rage for vampires 
in 1998. The preliminaries involved 
Crow and crew tracking down vampire 
nests. In the opening scene, an old, 
seemingly deserted house somewhere in 
the New Mexico desert served as such a 
nest. The basic drill. ..break in. stake the 
vampires, and drag them out into the 
sunlight where they blow up real good. A 
priest accompanied the vampire hunters to 
pray for the departed. One of the crew 
explained, “We know vampires stalk the 
earth. We also know there’s a God too. 

We just don’t understand Him.” 

Valek eluded the hunters and soon single 
-handedly attacked his celebrating enemies. Only Jack, right- 
hand man Montoya, and good time gal Katrina escape, though 
she’d been bitten. Jack’s plan was to use here after she turned 
and became a telepathic transmitter to track Valek. First, 
though. Jack returned to the Sun God Motel to bury his dead 
team members, thus violating Rule #7, “Never bury team 
members by yourself.” Nevertheless, , 

he staked and decapitated them all, VAMPIRES 

burned the bodies, and buried the 
heads.. .all in a day’s work. 

Cardinal Alba (Maximilian Schell) 
informed Jack about the European 
unit being wiped out by Valek, 
revealed to have been a priest in 12th 
century Prague, and who, as the 
result of a backfired exorcism, 
became the first vampire! The 
Cardinal assigned Father Adam 
Guiteau (Tim Guinee) to replace the 
late Father Giovanni (Gregory Sierra) 
from Jack’s own late, lamented slayer 
unit. Father Adam knew about Jack’s 
parents being killed by vampires, and 
how Jack was brought up by the 
Catholic Church to be their Master 
Slayer. Jack gave Father Adam some 
advice that partly mirrored what we 
heard in BLADE. “Forget what 
you’ve seen in the movies. They 
don’t turn into bats. Crosses don’t 
work. They don’t sleep in coffins,” 
and “Rule #10.. .you can’t kill a 
Master at night.” 

Perhaps taking a page from the Van ‘ 


VAMPIRES 


Helsing handbook, however, Montoya used burning* to take the 
power out of vampire wounds. Alas, he couldn’t save himself 
when he fell in love with the vampirized Katrina. Before he 
turned, though, he proved instrumental in rescuing Jack from a 
ceremony that requires the blood of a Crusader (Jack) and his 
crucifixion on a burning cross which would complete Valek’s 
daytime vampire plot. With Valek 
destroyed, Jack’s sense of gratitude 
toward Montoya brought about a 
temporary suspension of Rule #1, “If 
your partner is ever bitten by a 
vampire, never let him live.” With 
that, Jack gave his friend a head start, 
but with the promise of tracking him 
down. 

Woods was sorely missed in an 
inferior made-for-video follow-up 
VAMPIRES LOS MUERTOS 
(2002). Singer/actor Jon Bon Jovi 
starred in that one as vampire slayer 
Derek Bliss. The movie covered 
much of the same ground as the 
original, just not as well. 

These are just some of the more 
high-profile vampire hunters on film. 
Other hunters and slayers pre-date 
even the Van Helsings. We’ll take a 
look at more of these next time as the 
hunt begins and we unearth more 
undead than you can shake a stake 
at!

J ince delving into the world of horror 
hosting, I have come across many 
unique characters and diverse points 
of view. Often 1 encounter debates 
regarding who is worthy of the title of “horror 
host,” who’s the better and most original host, 
or whether or not true horror hosts even exist 
in a world where “local” television channels 
scarcely exist. Horror hosts and their fans are 
a dogmatic group of individuals making my 
research on the topic fascinating, if not at 
times confusing. Despite these varying 
opinions, I was surprised to discover that 
there was one thing that just about everyone 
agreed on — horror hostess Penny Dreadful is 
a force to be reckoned with! 

What is it about this New England public 
access hostess that has earned her such strong 
admiration from both her peers as well as her 
public? What makes her stand out in such a 
way that even the few remaining, “classic,” 
commercial hosts turn and nod their 
approval? To learn the answer, one has only 
to meet her character’s alter ego, Danielle 
Gelehrter. 

PENNY DREADFUL’S SHILLING 
SHOCKERS has not only been entertaining 
New England but portions of every region of 
the United States for the past five years. Prior 
to hosting, Ms. Gelehrter was a classically 
trained actress who ironically found 
inspiration in becoming a television witch 
while portraying one on-stage. It was during 
her performance as the mythological “Medea” 
from Ancient Greek literature that the seeds

tragedy making morbid puns seemed very horror host-like.” 
Leaving her fellow cast members in stitches, Danielle realized 
that she was definitely on to something. 

Like many of us fans of SCARY MONSTERS, Penny grew 
up an admirer of classic horror that still influences her today. 
Although not having the privilege of a horror host to draw on 
from her youth, she was not without a facilitator. Her own 
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uncle Valdemar encouraged f

educational and drive-in spots, along with a splash of 1960's 
style rock n; roll illustrated to Gelehrter just how far public 
access television could truly go. Realizing that her home state 
of Massachusetts (famous for its Salem witch trials) has never 
had an actual witch hostess, the decision to assume this mantle 
was, in her words, “a no brainer.” 

One might consider a witch to be a relatively easy character to 
assume. Not so in the case of Penny Dreadful, who is far from 
simplistic. In fact, she has one of the richest character 
mythologies I've seen applied to any host. Penny Dreadful 
XIII is a 600 year old witch who retains her youthful beauty 
courtesy of a supernatural elixir (addressed in more detail 
during her show’s seventh season). A fan of motion pictures, 
the ambitious Penny decides that she’d like to become a screen 
legend herself. Not wanting to bother with such mundane tasks 
such as screen tests or the dreaded casting couch, Penny 
concocts a spell designed to grant her instant fame. 
Unfortunately, the spell doesn’t quite work out as intended and 
she is transformed, instead, into a horror hostess — destined to 
show cheesy movies for the rest of her long years. 

Thus PENNY DREADFUL’S SHILLING SHOCKERS 
was bom, eliciting no complaints from us mere mortals. Aside 
from the aforementioned premise, Gelehrter also took careful 
consideration when selecting the names of both her character, 
as well as that of the show. Taking a nod from 19th century 
literature. Penny adopted names nearly forgotten in horror 
history. It was during this era that horror stories were often 
sold in chapter installments for the paltry price of one cent. 
These tales, referred to as “penny dreadfuls,” were often quite 
lurid, containing graphic illustrations to accompany its equally 
gruesome subject matter. 

Later on, similar chapter stories were released containing

Eric Parks) 
debut on public access 

channels located in New Bedford, Boston, and Salem, 
Massachusetts as well as Providence, Rhode Island. It has 
since spread (as Penny describes it) “like a plague” across the 
United States, currently airing in over 150 cities nationwide! 

Many horror hosts are accompanied by supporting cast 
members and Penny Dreadful is no exception. Joining her on 
the show is her werewolf companion, Garou (played by her real 
life husband Magoo Gelehrter). Garou adds humor to the show 
while also serving to humanize the wicked witch. “He’s just 
fantastic with all his facial expressions and physicality,” says 
Penny. “I thought he’d be great as a sort of funny, growling 
werewolf sidekick and he just completely took to it and made 
that persona come to life.” Having met Garou on two separate 
occasions. I’d have to concur with Penny. He often stays 
completely in character while greeting his public and appears to 
have boundless energy! 

Another amusing character is Penny’s foil, Dr. Manfred Von 
Bulow. Played with vigor by actor, Ivan Bernier, the character

is described by Penny as “a funny, cranky Van 
Helsing type.” Von Bulow is a vampire hunter 
who reluctantly assists Penny Dreadful on her 
numerous misadventures. It is always great fun 
watching Penny and Von Bulow spar as they 
volley sarcastic jabs at one another during the 
course of each episode. During an airing of 
the 1920 German film, THE GOLEM, Penny 
accidently casts a love spell on Von Bulow that 
not only results in some hilarious dialogue 
between the two but a musical duet that really 
has to be seen to be believed! This episode also 
featured Penny’s own Golem played with great 
humor by 6’ 7” comedian, Chuck McKenzie. 
“We were in an improve troupe together many 
years back in college,” said Penny. “We both 
share a mutual love for such antics.” 

The insane, Luna, is also a featured character 
played by Gelehrter’s real life friend, Rebecca 
Paiva. As her name would suggest, Luna is 
quite “crazy” and adds even more opportunity 
for laughs on SHILLING SHOCKERS. Ms. 
Paiva often makes other appearances as 
supporting characters when required. My 
favorite of which was during an airing of 
CRYPT OF THE LIVING DEAD where

Von Bulow’s 

mother-tumed-vampire. Needless to say, this created a major 
conflict of interest for the show’s resident monster hunter! As 
the grief-stricken Von Bulow reluctantly thrusts a stake into her 
heart, he is immediately reprimanded upon her discovery that 
the hand holding the stake is conspicuously without a wedding 
ring. “Not married?!” she shrieks as Von Bulow delivers his 
death blows. “When are you going to marry a nice girl!?!” The 
majority of Ms. Pavia’s work, however, is done behind the 
camera. A talented cinematographer, Paiva is also the show’s 
esteemed director and editor and Gelehrter has stated that she 
owes much of the show’s success to her. 

During the show’s early years, episodes of SHILLING 
SHOCKERS would feature skits that played throughout each 
night’s presentation. Lately, they have gone a step further by 
carrying out continuing storylines that won’t reach conclusion

until the season’s bang up finale. Penny welcomes her viewers, 
whom she refers to as her “Dreary ones,” before setting the 
show’s premise — often designed to compliment the movie 
being presented. During an airing of HORROR HOTEL, 
Penny Dreadful visits the town of Salem, Massachusetts in one 
of my all time favorite episodes. While enjoying some of 
Salem’s historic sites, Penny (a presumably “real” witch) 
encounters a statue of Elizabeth Montgomery as her iconic 
character, Samantha, from BEWITCHED. While hilariously 
trying to contain her disgust, she is suddenly accosted by a 
disgruntled group of Wiccans who are displeased with her 
stereotypical (and less “empowering”) image. The Salem witch 
saga comes full circle as Penny is forced to stand trial for her 
“negative energy.” 

Both situations were handled with great comedic flair and 
showed, early on, the potential of its hostess/comedienne. “I 
was half expecting Wiccans to get annoyed about my on-screen 
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persona. says Penny. “Instead we have 
quite a number of Wiccan viewers who get a 
kick out of the show.” 

Despite Penny’s growing popularity and 
demography, she has retained a strong 
connection to her New England roots. This 
has been particularly fascinating for me (a 
Midwestern guy) to be introduced to this 
region’s rich culture and history. Penny 
accomplishes this by flawlessly blending 
local history within her own fictional 
storylines. 

During the show’s seventh season. Penny 
discovers that her aforementioned youth 
elixir has been stolen. Without her frequent 
dosage, she quickly begins to revert back to 
her true age. With time as a factor, Penny 
realizes that she’s better off trying to recreate 
the potion first, as opposed to locating the 
culprit. Requiring the blood of a vampire to 
complete the delicate concoction, she heads 
to the real life Chestnut Hill Cemetery, 
located in Exeter, Rhode Island. Here she 
would seek the remains of a girl notable in 
New England mythology, Mercy Brown. 
Mercy Brown is prominent New England 
lore as being a documented case of 
vampirism (in truth, most likely the victim of 
tuberculosis, but let’s not ruin the fun). 
Without the benefit of modem science, 
Brown’s body was exhumed and the story 
remains (no pun intended) one of the few 
documented cases where an undead ritual 
was performed in the United States. As a fan 
of history I enjoyed learning about this story 
while watching the show. Rhode Island 
resident and fan of SHILLING 
SHOCKERS, David Albaugh states, “She is 
great at giving the history of the places she is 
at and it is obvious that she has respect for 
them, even if the scenes are being played for

T here is an old saying that behind 
every great man is a great woman. 

In the world of horror, great 
hostesses can also rely on their 
men to back them up as well. If not a 
great man, then certainly a great 
“wolfman!” Such is the case of New 
England’s Penny Dreadful’s partner, both 
on and off screen, Garou! I met Garou in 
March 2010 at the Indianapolis 
HORRORHOUND CONVENTION 
and again in Massachusetts some months 
later. On both occasions I was impressed 
with the way he stayed so flawlessly in 
character while also being downright 
comical! 

In this observation I was not alone. 

Artist, Brian Maze also met Garou at 
HORRORHOUND in 2010. Apparently 
Mr. Maize made the mistake of handing 
Garou a “silver” marker to sign his 
autograph, prompting the werewolf to 
toss the Sharpie while reacting as if he’d 
just been burned. 

Garou is played by Penny’s real life 
husband, Magoo Gelehrter. While 
putting together her show, Penny 
recognized Magoo ’s comic potential and 
asked if he’d mind playing a non- 
speaking werewolf character. According 
to Penny, his response was a simple and 
direct, “Cool, Baby!” And the rest is 
“SHILLING SHOCKERS” history. 

With the aid of a werewolf translator, 

Garou delighted me by taking some time 
out and answering a few questions. 

Dave: Tell us how you came to be 
“Garou?” 

Garou: I’m always pulling faces to make 
Danielle laugh, and when we decided on 
the witch, werewolf and monster hunter 
characters, the name Garou, as in Loup 
Garou, just came to me, and that was 
decidedly that. 

I know' that prior to Penny Dreadful, Danielle had some 
experience with acting, had you as well? 

It has long been my ambition to be a silent film actor, but it’s 
very hard to find leading parts that don’t have spoken lines. 
Danielle and I were both in a film called THE ART OF 
ETIOLATION in 2002. I’ve also been in some plays. Danielle 
and I were in the play “The Hot_I Baltimore” together a few 
years ago. 

Did you grow up a fan of monster movies and, if so, what 
are your favorites? 

I used to watch Creature Feature when I was a kid, my favorite 
then was ABBOTT & COSTELLO MEET FRANKENSTEIN. 


My favorite classic horror film is of course, THE WOLFMAN 
but I also love so called “bad” horror films — like Ed Wood’s 
BRIDE OF THE MONSTER and Herschel Gordon Lewis’ 
GRUESOME TWOSOME and stuff like THE GIANT GILA 
MONSTER. 

What episode of SHILLING SHOCKERS are you the most 
proud of? 

This is the hardest question! I love the movie CARRY ON 
SCREAMING! (Season three). I also have a certain fondness 
for the Coffin Joe movie we showed in Episode 2 of Season 
Three, and our hijinks in that episode always make me laugh 
because we filmed some of it at my wonderful in-laws’ home 
with Danielle’s mother and her mom’s best friend Mary Lou 
and they nearly feed Garou until he explodes. They didn’t 
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have prior acting experience but 
they sure were Method actors! 

They were really shoving the 
food in my yap, I was lucky 1 
didn’t swallow my fangs! Seeing 
them dance with us around the 
coffee table and seeing little 
Twinkie the dog chasing us 
around makes me nearly cry with 
laughter. And the episode where 
we show SWEENEY TODD, 

Garou gets a haircut from 
Danielle’s since departed 
grandfather as the barber , so 
having family in the episodes 
always makes it extra special for 
me. Those are both pretty early 
episodes and we do get better 
technically in the later ones, so 
those might be more to be proud 
about. Our director Rebecca 
Paiva does the hard work of 
shooting the episodes and editing 
them, so she’d be the one to ask 
about what’s the episode to be 
proudest of. The episode where 
we showed THE SEVENTH 
SEAL was a very hard shoot. 

We shot on the beach in Rhode 
Island during the summertime Garou with the other Dave: 
and it was hot as blazes and we didn’t bring enough potable 
water. It is the only episode where I found myself dangerously 
dehydrated, but I was really close to the edge when we were 
randomly saved by beachgoers who let us join their picnic and 
revived us all with their generosity. They noticed we were 
running around and when we finished shooting they invited us 
over, and ended up doing a song for us which closes out the 
episode. They were real lifesavers! 

You were a lot of fun at HORRORHOUND and ROCK & 
SHOCK — managing to always stay in character. Do you 
enjoy making public appearances? 

I love doing appearances! Being in character comes naturally 
once I am dressed as Garou. At most of the conventions we go 
to there are kids, and Garou tends to have a Pied Piper effect on 
them. They can relate to him because they know how it feels to 
be misunderstood, and to communicate non-verbally, plus he’s 
funny and not afraid to be silly. I 
And I respect the right of children I 
to enjoy their innocence, so I 
staying in character is a must. 1 1 
don’t want some little kid to see I 
me break character when I’m I 
Garou, and then start to wonder I 
that if Garou isn’t real, then what I 
about Santa and the Easter Bunny, I 
and then poof— their childhood is I 
over, just like that! I don’t wanna I 
be that guy, the one who kills the I 
joy of simple pleasures for them.

into character and come up with bits that we use on the show. 
Doing a convention before we start a new shooting season 
really helps get me ready. And much as I love to talk, I really 
do enjoy communicating with people non-verbally. For me, 
that is the most addictive part of wanting to be an actor. 
Though being able to memorize large monologues would be 
great, and a well delivered line is a thing of great beauty, for 
me the soul of acting is not what you say, but what you convey 
when you’re not speaking.

It also depends on the humidity. 
The fixatives I use take a bit 
longer when it is very humid 
before I can attach the nose and

influences?

hen we started for our drive the sun was shinning 
brightly on Munich, and the air was lull of the 
joyousness of early summer.

The advantage certainly rested 
with him, for although he began to speak in English, of a very crude 
and broken kind, he always got excited and broke into his native 
tongue — and every time he did so, he looked at his watch. Then the 
horses became restless and sniffed the air. At this he grew very pale, 
and, looking around in a frightened way, he suddenly jumped forward, 
took them by the bridles, and led them on some twenty feet. I 
followed and asked why he had done this. For an answer he crossed 
himself, pointed to the spot we had left, and drew his carriage in the 
direction of the other road, indicating a cross, and said, first in 
German, then in English, “Buried him — him what killed themselves.” 

I remembered the old custom of burying suicides at cross roads: “Ah!

Whilst we were talking, we heard a sort of sound between a yelp and 
a bark. It was far away; but the horses got very restless, and it took 
Johann all his time to quiet them. He was pale and said, “It sounds 
like a wolf— but yet there are no wolves here now.” 

“No?” I said, questioning him. “Isn’t it long since the wolves were 
so near the city?” 

“Long, long,” he answered, “in the spring and summer; but with the 
snow the wolves have been here not so long.” 

Whilst he was petting the horses and trying to quiet them, dark 
clouds drifted rapidly across the sky. The sunshine passed away, and a 
breath of cold wind seemed to drift over us. It was only a breath, 
however, and more of a warning than a fact, for the sun came out 
brightly again. 

Johann looked under his lifted hand at the horizon and said, “The 
storm of snow, he comes before long time.” Then he looked at his 
watch again, and, straightway holding his reins firmly — for the horses 
were still pawing the ground restlessly and shaking their heads — he 
climbed to his box as though the time had come for proceeding on our 
journey.

Roughly I gathered that long ago, hundreds of years, men had died 
there and been buried in their graves; but sounds were heard under the 
city, and when the graves were opened, men and women were found 
rosy with life and their mouths red with blood. And so, in haste to 
save their lives (aye, and their souls! — and there he crossed himself) 
those who were left fled away to other places, where the living lived 

and the dead were 
dead and not — not 
something. He 
was evidently 
afraid to speak the 
last words. As he 
proceeded with 
his narration, he grew more and more excited. It seemed as if his 
imagination had got hold of him, and he ended in a perfect paroxysm 
of fear — white-faced, perspiring, trembling, and looking round him as 
if expecting that some dreadful presence would manifest itself there in 
the bright sunshine on the open plain. 

Finally, in an agony of desperation, he cried, " Walpurgis nachl!" and 
pointed to the carriage for me to get in. 

All my English blood rose at this, and standing back I said, “You are 
afraid, Johann— you are afraid. Go home, I shall return alone, the 
walk will do me good.” The carriage door was open. I took from my 
seat my oak walking stick — which I always carry on my holiday 
excursions — and closed the door, pointing back to Munich, and said, 
“Go home, Johann — Walpurgis nacht doesn’t concern Englishmen.” 
The horses were now more restive than ever, and Johann was trying 
to hold them in, while excitedly imploring me not to do anything so 
foolish. I pitied the poor fellow, he was so deeply in earnest; but all 
the same I could not help laughing.

In his anxiety he had forgotten that his only means of making me 
understand was to talk my language, so he jabbered away in his native 
German. It began to be a little tedious. After giving the direction, 
“Home!” I turned to go down the cross road into the valley. 

With a despairing gesture, Johann turned his horses toward Munich. 
I leaned on my stick and looked after him. He went slowly along the 
road for a while, then there came over the crest of the hill a man tall 
and thin. I could see so much in the distance. When he drew near the 
horses, they began to jump and kick about, then to scream with terror. 
Johann could not hold them in; they bolted down the road, running 
away madly. I watched them out of sight, then looked for the stranger; 
but I found that he, too, was gone. 

With a light heart I turned down the side road through the deepening 
valley to which Johann had objected. There was not the slightest 
reason, that I could see, for his objection; and I daresay I tramped for a 
couple of hours without thinking of time or distance and certainly 
without seeing a person or house. So far as the place was concerned, it 
was desolation itself. But I did notice this particularly till, on turning a 
bend in the road, I came upon a scattered fringe of wood; then I 
recognized that I had been impressed unconsciously by the desolation 
of the region though which I had passed. 

I sat down to rest myself and began to look around. It struck me that 
it was considerably colder than it had been at the commencement of 
my walk — a sort of sighing sound seemed to be around me with now 
and then, high overhead, a sort of muffled roar. Looking upwards I 
noticed that great thick clouds were drafting rapidly across the sky 
from north to south at a great height. There were signs of a coming 
storm in some lofty stratum of the air. I was a little chilly, and, 
thinking that it was the sitting still after the exercise of walking, I 
resumed my journey. 

The ground I passed over was now much more picturesque. There 
was no striking objects that the eye might single out, but in all there 
was a charm of beauty. I took little heed of time, and it was only when 
the deepening twilight forced itself upon me that I began to think of 
how I should find my way home. The air was cold, and the drifting of 
clouds high overhead was more marked. They were accompanied by a 
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sort of far away rushing sound, through which seemed to come at 
intervals that mysterious cry which the driver had said came from a 
wolf. For a while I hesitated. I had said I would see ‘the deserted 
village, so on I went and presently came on a wide stretch of open 
country, shut in by hills all around. Their sides were covered with 
trees which spread down to the plain, dotting the clumps the gentler 
slopes and hollows which showed here and there. I followed with my 
eye the winding of the road and saw that it curved close to one of the 
densest of these clumps and was lost behind it. 

As I looked there came a cold shiver in the air, and the snow began to 
fall. I thought of the miles and miles of bleak country I had passed, 
and then hurried on to seek shelter of the wood in front. Darker and 
darker grew the sky, and faster and heavier fell the snow, till the earth 
before and around me was glistening white carpet the further edge of 
which was lost in misty vagueness. The road was here but crude, and 
when on the level of its boundaries were not so marked as when it 
passed through the cuttings; and in a little while I found that I must 
have strayed from it, for I missed underfoot the hard surface, and my 
feet sank deeper in the grass and moss. Then the wind grew stronger 
and blew with ever increasing force, till I was fain to run before it. 
The air became icy cold, and in spite of my exercise I began to suffer. 
The snow was now falling so thickly and whirling around me in such 
rapid eddies that I could hardly keep my eyes open. Every now and 
then the heavens were tom asunder by vivid lighting, and in the 
flashes I could see ahead of me a great mass of trees, chiefly yew and 
cypress all heavily coated with snow. 

I was soon amongst the shelter of the trees, and there in a 
comparative silence I could hear the rush of the wind high overhead. 
Presently the blackness of the storm had become merged in the 
darkness of the night. By-and-by the storm seemed to be passing 
away, it now only came in fierce puffs or blasts. At such moments the 
weird sound of the wolf appeared to be echoed by many similar 
sounds around me. 

Now and again, through the black mass of drifting cloud, came a 
straggling ray of moonlight which lit up the expanse and showed me 
that I was at the edge of a dense mass of cypress and yew trees. As the 
snow had ceased to fall, I walked out from the shelter and began to 
investigate more closely. It appeared to me that, amongst so many old 
foundations as I had passed, there might be still standing a house in 
which, though in ruins, I could find some sort of shelter for a while.

As I skirted the edge of the copse, I found that a low wall encircled it, 
and following this I presently found an opening.

As 
the thunder broke overhead, I was grasped as by 
the hand of a giant and hurled out into the 
storm. The whole thing was so sudden that, 
before I could realize the shock, moral as well 
as physical, I found the hailstones beating me 
down.

The dead woman rose for a moment of agony 
while she was lapped in the flame, and her bitter 
scream of pain was drowned in the 
thundercrash.

I feared to stir, for some instinct of 
prudence bade me lie still; but the brute seemed 
to realize that there was now some change in me, 
for it raised its head. Through my eyelashes I 
saw above me the two great flaming eyes of a 
gigantic wolf. Its sharp white teeth gleamed in 
the gaping red mouth, and I could feel its hot 
breath fierce and acrid upon me. 

For another spell of time I remembered no 
more. Then I became conscious of a low growl. 
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followed by a yelp, renewed again and again. Then seemingly very far 
away, I heard a “Holloa! holloa!” as many voices calling in unison. 
Cautiously I raised my head and looked in the direction whence the 
sound came, but the cemetery blocked my view. The wolf still 
continued to yelp in a strange way, and a red glare began to move 
round the grove of cypresses, as though following the sound. As the 
voices drew closer, the wolf yelped faster and louder. I feared to make 
either sound or motion. Nearer came the red glow over the white pail 
which stretched into the darkness around me. Then all at once from 
beyond the trees there came at a trot a troop of horsemen bearing 
torches. The wolf rose from my breast and made for the cemetery. I 
saw one of the horsemen (soldiers by their caps and their long military 
cloaks) raise his carbine and take aim. A companion knocked up his 
arm, and 1 heard the ball whiz over my head. He had evidently taken 
my body for that of the wolf. Another sighted the animal as it slunk 
away, and a shot followed. Then, at a gallop, the troop rode 
forward — some towards me, others following the wolf as it 
disappeared amongst the snow-clad cypresses. 

As they drew neared I tried to move but was powerless, although I 
could see and hear all that went on around me. Two or three of the 
soldiers jumped from their horses and knelt beside me. One of them 
raised my head and placed his hand over my heart. 

“Good news, comrades!” he cried. “His heart still beats!” 

Then some brandy was poured down my throat; it put vigor into me, 
and I was able to open my eyes fully and look around. Lights and 
shadows were moving among the trees, and I heard men call to one 
another.

“What became of it?” asked the man who was holding up my head 
and who seemed the least panic-stricken of the party, for his hands 
were steady and without tremor. On his sleeve was the chevron of a 
petty officer. 

“It went home,” answered the man, whose long face was pallid and 
who actually shook with terror as he glanced around him fearfully. 
“There are graves enough there in which it may lie. Come, 
comrades — come quickly! Let us leave this cursed spot.” 

The officer raised me to a sitting posture, as he uttered a word of 
command; then several men placed me upon a horse. He sprang to the 
saddle behind me, took me in his arms, gave the word to advance; and, 
turning our faces away from the cypresses, we rode away in swift 
military order. 

As yet my tongue refused its office, and I was perforce silent. I must 
have fallen asleep; for the next thing I remembered was finding myself 
standing up, supported by a solider on each side of me. It was almost

Talking The Sadist with Arch Hall Jr. 


Jjfn the 1960s Fairways International Pictures was an 
m independent production company run by Arch Hall 
m Sr. Fairways produced a handful of pictures 
W including four that starred his son. Arch Hall Jr. 
These were EEGAH, WILD GUITAR, DEADWOOD 
‘76 and THE SADIST I got a chance to talk with Arch 
Hall Jr. recently, and we discussed THE SADIST in 
depth. It is an underrated film that is little known to the 
general public. It tells the story of a group of teachers on a 
cross country vacation who are abducted and held at gun 
point by a couple of juvenile killers, who proceed to 
torture and murder most of them. It was made in 1963 and 
is a pretty shocking picture for its time, and as you’ll see 
the production of this movie was just as wild as the 
storyline.... 

Doc G — Hi Arch. Thanks for taking the time to talk 
with me. by the time you did THE SADIST you had 
done a few movies already. Do you remember when 
this was first getting pitched, how the idea for doing the 
movie came about? 

Arch — Yeah the beginning of it, the nucleus, was writer/ 
director James Landis. He had written a — well at that 
point it wasn’t a screenplay, more of a screen synopsis, or 
a story treatment. He had the characters and the storyline 
that became THE SADIST but at the time his title for it 
was “12:01,” because everything happened in real time in 
the story when they first pull into the junkyard and one of 
the characters looks at his watch and its 12:01. 

The name was changed from 12:01 to THE SADIST 
Then of course subsequently after the picture was released 
and went into television syndication it had about three or 
four different names because there was so much objection 
to the word sadist. 

Oh sure. Do you remember whose idea the name 
change to THE SADIST originally was? Was that your 
Dad’s idea? 

You know that’s a tough one, I can’t really remember. I 
think it was knocked around that 12:01 didn’t say 
anything, being a numerical title. So I think everyone 
agreed it should be something else. 

I showed THE SADIST last year on my TV program and in 
doing a little research found that your character and 
Marilyn Manning’s character in THE SADIST were based 
on real life serial killers Charles Starkweather and Carol 
Fugate. Are you familiar with this? 

Yeah, that’s somewhat true, but not completely true. It might 
have been a guiding inspiration for James Landis in writing the 
story, but he had a different spin on it. It had an effect for sure, 
but it was not supposed to be the story of Charles Starkweather. 
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WHAT FIENDISH PASSION TWISTED HIS MIND -MADE HIM TORMENT, TORTURE, KILL? 


So tell me about James Landis. What was he like? 

He was just a great, gregarious kind of guy, and very talented. 
He did quite a lot of ad-hoc directing on television shows as 
well as movies. He had a little bit of a problem, I can say, 
maybe in his personality, because he was a perfectionist. I 
mean, a real perfectionist. He would give direction and explain 
things to people, but didn’t have any patience or tolerance for 
anybody who wasn’t listening to him or responding to his 
direction, or were doing something that he thought was flat 
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wrong. And that might be an actor, an extra, somebody in the 
crew.. .he had a short fuse, I’ll say that much for him. 

It goes along with people who are perfectionists. He just didn’t 
have any time for people who didn’t “get it.” So of course I 
was walking on eggshells a lot because this was a whole lot of 
a role on me. It was the biggest thing I had attempted — in fact 
he didn’t really think I was capable of doing it. But my Dad 
kind of wanted him to at least give me a shot and try at 
auditioning. It wasn’t a done deal that 1 would get the part. 
There were two actors that were far more experienced than I 
was that tried out, but they were different characters physically. 
They could act circles around me, but as it turned out Landis 
kept an open mind. He said, “We’ll give Jr. a try at it, but 
believe me, I think its way over what he’s capable of doing.” 

So I wound up soaking up anything and everything I could 
from him, because I didn’t know what he wanted from this 
character. He started to mold the character of Charlie Tibbs 
and explain it verbally. It was kind of like a monkey see 
monkey do thing — he would make expressions and move and 
walk in certain ways and I would kind of emulate that. 
Sometime he would correct me, and say no I want it like this. I 
was so anxious to please him that I would do anything and was 
listening 100% of the time. If I was capable of doing it I was 
just like a mirror image of whatever he wanted me to do. 


With a lot of actors that’s going just a bit too far. They’ll take 
direction but they’re .going to put their own spin on it. I think a 
certain part of him liked the fact that I was like clay in his 
hands. 

Before this you had played the hero roles in your films. 

Yeah, but pretty shallow sort of characters as far as characters 
go. I would learn the lines and sort of get the feel of the 
character but was to a large part just playing a young guy, kind 
of just playing myself with different names. 

Yeah but its good you got your acting chops built up so you 
could handle a role like this. 

Well 1 had a little bit of confidence, but it was so far out of my 
league that it was different. Sometimes Landis would laugh. 
He would tell me to move or give a look or a reaction or 
something, and I would amp it up in a effort to please him and 
it was just way too much, and he would have to throttle me 
down a few notches. 

I admired him greatly and miss him. By rights he should have 
probably been one of the top directors and writers in 
Hollywood but as you know, the business is like playing cards 
in Las Vegas. Sometimes things fall into place with people and 
they have good luck, sometimes they make a living at it but 
never become another Steven Spielberg. 

Well he must have liked working with you pretty well 
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because your last two movies were with him. 

Yeah. The whole concept of Fairway Films, my 
Dad’s company in Burbank, California, was to find 
people who could work together and could make 
movies and get along with one another. So 
everybody who did one movie, if it worked out and 
they were available and wanted to work on the next 
one then they were part of the family. 

Yeah, sure. I was noticing, for instance, that 
Marilyn Manning, who was in two of your 
movies, was also in one with your mother as well. 

Yeah, Marilyn really did a fantastic job, because the 
more I’ve watched THE SADIST over the years — 
and looked at it from a different angle, or 
retrospective — I realize she had one helluva hard 
character to portray. She did a great job and again, 
it was Landis, and to some degree Vilinos 
Zsigmond, who was of course an immense talent, 
he would work with Landis too and sometimes have 
suggestions that Landis would pick up on. 

It was a funny thing on THE SADIST The other 
movies we did primarily for the drive-in movie 
theaters. This was the hey-day of drive in theaters, 
which of course, are now a thing of the past, except 
for just a handful across the country. But the whole DNA of 
THE SADIST was different. People who were working on the 
movie in whatever capacity felt that something was clicking. 
There was an excitement, and electricity on the set. Even when 
the dialogue was read or we would run through a rehearsal 
people felt it. It was summertime and was around 100 degrees 
in the heat of the day and people were pretty tired after long 
hours. Sometimes tempers flared a little bit I think, but it was a 
real team effort with everybody pulling to try and make the 
thing work. 

So where was this shot, L.A.? 

It was actually shot in New Hall Saugus, north of the San 
Fernando Valley. Where it was filmed there are now 
condominiums, with a pool and everything, you couldn’t even 
recognize it. 

You mentioned the Director of Photography, Vilmos 
Zsigmond earlier. This really is a beautiful film to look at, 
it’s very well shot — a handsome film. 

Yeah, a lot of very clever camera angles and camera setups. It 
puts together a lot of tricks, which of course Vilmos Zsigmond 
was famous for. You know, he teaches classes — I think he has 
a school or something, or a seminar he teaches — at a film 
school in Hungary, I believe. He’s been a guest speaker and a 
lot of people have asked him about certain tricks in certain 
movies. 

One of the things he did in THE SADIST as an experimental 
shot was the scene where Charlie Tibbs, my character, gets 
sprayed in the face with gasoline. He wanted a P.O.V of 
Charlie Tibbs blinded by this gasoline, burning his eyes. He 
figured out a way to do that and he never really divulged it. A 
lot of people would ask him and he would never tell them — and 
the reason why it was so simple. 

He created that effect by placing a piece of glass in front of the 
camera, a 35 mm Arriflex. He had Vaseline on it, to throw it 
out of focus, and had someone move it in erratic fashion. This 
caused almost like a kaleidoscope type of look. It just goes to 
show if you have the desire and the talent you don’t have to 


have 300 million dollars to make people, go, “Ooh, ah.” 

I tell you, one of the things that stand out about THE 
SADIST is the level of violence — it’s pretty shocking for its 
time. Do you remember talking about that, or being aware 
of the level of violence in the movie? 

Yeah, that was Jim Landis again. Jim pushed the action and 
the cruelty of the sadistic characters, wanting to see people 
suffer and everything like that. He wanted that to be up front. It 
was kind of pushing the limit and a lot of things had to be 
removed because at the time you remember there was quite a 
lot of censorship. But if you’re clever about how you do 
things — if you remember PSYCHO everybody thinks they saw 
things in that shower scene that weren’t there. It was the way it 
was presented THE SADIST certainly ratcheted up the 
violence quite a bit and there were a few scenes that were not 
permitted that they had to remove. 

Do you remember by any chance what any of those were? 

Well one of them in particular was the scene where the school 
teacher was beside the car and had already been pistol whipped 
once. My character comes up and tears up a picture of his son, 
who was a West Point cadet, and the tickets they have to the 
baseball game, and then shoots him. Landis wanted that to be 
the most repulsive thing. He wanted the top of his head to 
explore and brains to come out. 

Well, there was no CGI or special effects, and we only had 
what we had there on the scene. He had the idea of doing this 
and making it gory, so they went and got pigs brains and a 
toupee. Underneath the pigs brains they had monofilament 
fishing line connected to the toupee and there was some type of 
pneumatic air thing that was supposed to blow and they it 
would blow the brains and the toupee up at some point while 
they pulled the fishing line, too. But it was kind of Mickey 
Mouse and we tried several times and wasted a lot of time. 
And of course it had to be synchronized with the report of 
the .45 automatic. So they had to fire the .45 blank at a certain 
angle, and he had to have covering on his face to protect him 
from the burning powder, wadding and residue from the blank. 
So we had the synchronization, and counting and all sorts of 
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of cueing problems and several 
times it wasn’t synched right 
with the shot, or the position 
wasn’t right, the dialogue didn’t 
play the way Landis 
wanted. ..there were so many 
elements trying to come together 
there with this gory scene. And 
this was all in about one 
hundred degree heat so the poor 
actor had to sit there with these 
pig brains on his head, and it 
just went on and on and on. 

We’d do a take and Landis 
would immediately turn and 
Landis would immediately turn 
and look at Vilmos, who would 
look up from his viewfinder and 
just shake his head. 

Some of the gunshots, we had a 
special effects wax air gun that 
shot a black, special kind of soft 
wax vellum that was supposed 
to look like a bullet hole. That 
didn’t work for crap. It was a 
total waste of time and looked 
like someone throwing a wad of 
chewing gum or something. 

That came up as a real problem, 
because they wanted a position looking at the actor and seeing 
bullet holes going through the metal car door, and also the 
safety glass above his head. So that was a waste of time. 

So Landis said what if we use a real live round? He asked the 
actor if he’d mind — ’’Arch senior here is an old cowboy. What 
if we have him stand behind Vilmos and the camera with a 
rifle? Would you trust him if he fired a round?” 

Wow! 

He kind of looked at my 
Dad and my Dad said it’s up 
to you. I can put the bullet 
right where he wants it, you 
don’t have to worry about it, 
but if you don’t feel 
comfortable with it we 
won’t do it. So the actor, 

Don Russell, said, “Arch, I 
trust you. Go ahead.” 

We didn’t want to use a .45 
because it was a little 
imprecise at the distance he 
had to shoot from, which 
was maybe nine to twelve 
feet away, to make it hit 
within an eighth of an inch. 

He used a rifle that the man who owned the property, the ranch 
there, brought out. I believe it was a .300 Winchester Magnum, 
which is kind of like overkill, a pretty powerful rifle. At that 
close range the shock wave and sound from that powerful of a 
weapon is just terrifying. Of course, you only hear the .45 go 
off, because that is what is on the soundtrack, but the reaction 
you see is him reacting to the Winchester. There was a little 


tiny mark on the door that was my Dad’s target point. He took 
the scope off and just used the iron sights and hit the mark dead 
on. 

Wow. Incredible. 

And I fired live rounds many times, too. I’ve been raised 
around guns my all life and I’m very comfortable with the .45. 
The scene where I’m chasing Ed Stiles into an old bam and he 
gets cornered and you see 
boards splintering and 
flying out, well that wasn’t 
special effects of squibs or 
anyone setting it off with 
electronic wiring or 
anything, that was real live 
rounds fired. 

The actor, Richard Alden, 
was a wonderful guy. He’s 
Canadian actually, and 
worked in Hollywood for 
decades. He was actually 
not so keen on the idea, but 
he wanted the scene to play 
and he wanted to be a team 
player. I think he was even 
being coerced by Landis 
telling him Russell didn’t have a problem with it (laughs) so 
you certainly can’t chicken out at this point. But everything 
was depending on me to fire in trail in a safe manner and also 
fire in a way where there wouldn’t be a deflection. 

But as it worked out it worked just fine. But that’s not done on 
movie sets. That would be no more tolerated in a modem 
motion picture for all the right reasons. It’s just too dangerous 
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and you can’t have people firing live 
ammunition. 

Well I guess it was your Dad's company, and 
it was back in the 1960’s. 

Well that wasn’t done back then either. But it 
was just a case of where we had to figure out 
how to make things work. Most of the time 
when you use live ammunition it isn’t as good 
as the special effects, because you make it so 
much more dramatic with the special effects. 
We just didn’t have the budget for a special 
effects technician or anything. 

You mentioned serial killers a minute ago 
and one thing I’ve noticed on watching THE 
SADIST is the ending in this movie, where 
you’re chasing Helen Hovey reminds me a lot 
of what they call the final girl films 
nowadays, that you see so often. Everybody 
dies except the one woman and she’s being 
chased by the killer. I really think this could 
be the very first final girl movie. 

I’ve never thought about that but yeah, you’ve 
got a point there. It certainly had an effect and 
people in Hollywood admit it had an effect on a 
couple of large budget movies that tried to 
recapture that same feel, but of course with big 
actors and big budgets everything. So yeah, it 
had an effect on a lot of people that are 
Hollywood big directors and everything. 

You and Marilyn Manning really have a 
great chemistry, both in this and EEGAH. 
You didn’t ever date by chance did you? 

No, she was a little bit older than me, and a very 
attractive gal. I think she lives either in 
California or Arizona now, and everybody 
including myself would love to reconnect with 
her and have her come to some of these events 
because a lot of people really ask about her and 
appreciated her work. 

Any stories you can remember that happened 
on set that people may not have heard about? 

There were some live rattlesnakes that I got in 
the pit with. They were striking at my boot and 
I could tell that something wasn’t right because 
the snake handler was not there to handle them. 
What Landis did was just to send some guys 
over and take the snakes out of boxes and throw 
them in the pit. It was early in the morning, it was 
cold, and the snake handler had a flat tire or 
something, so he wasn’t on the set yet. But his 
vehicle, his main truck was there, but he went to 
motel nearby. When he finally got to the set that 
morning he was furious. 

All those snakes are different, and some of them, 
he called them “hot.” A hot rattler is fully 
venomous and has their fangs and everything and 
are capable of biting somebody, and the other ones 
had their mouths temporarily sewn shut. But he 
would only do that right before a scene, and it 
really didn’t hurt the animal. They would do it with 
very light fishing line and they would remove it

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afterwards. But the snakes that were in the pit 
with me for one morning were hot rattler snakes. 

You guys had live rattlesnakes and live 
ammo... 

Yeah, lots of crazy stuff. But it’s the best movie 
that I was ever part of and I’m proud of it. 

Thanks so much for talking with me, Arch, 
and I really appreciate your time. 

You bet.

The LYRIC may be haunted, in fact it has a large right to be 
so, but I’ve been there around the clock before and never heard 
anything spooky. But the LYRIC could be haunted because of 
its history. 

In 1936, Tupelo was devastated by massive tornados, the 
LYRIC Theater was one of the few buildings left untouched by 
the storm, and had its own generator for showing movies. So 
planks were laid across the seats in the auditorium, and the 
theater became an operating room for the injured. The coal 
chute area under the stage served as a temporary morgue. So 
the LYRIC SHOULD be haunted, although I have never heard 
that it was.

Lon Chaney Rises Anew: HE WHO GETS SLAPPED (1924), 
THE MONSTER (1925). THE UNHOLY THREE (1925). MR. 
WU (1927). MOCKERY (1928). THE UNHOLY THREE

During the much missed Forry Ackerman years, coverage 
of Lon Chaney Sr. was a big part of FAMOUS 
MONSTERS magazine. In an interview, Uncle Forry 
stated that he made sure a mention of Chaney was made in 
each issue during the magazine’s early days. “Lon Chaney 
shall not die,” was one of his mottos. 

Were it not for Forry, Chaney might be fondly, if vaguely 
remembered as a silent film actor who did a couple of 
horror films. In fact, his extraordinary career encompassed 
all kinds of films. Seeing his other roles underscores his 
magnificent talent as a make-up artist and as a conveyor of 
human emotions. 

Warner Brothers Archives now offers six Chaney titles. 
Though only one is a horror film per se, all make for 
sublime viewing. 

The superbly tragic HE WHO GETS SLAPPED, MGM’s 
debut attraction, is a perfect example of Chaney’s 
extraordinary ability to break viewers’ hearts. The star 
plays a circus performer known only as He. His act is to get 
slapped over and over while the audience laughs with/at 
him. It’s his way of dealing with the real life indignities 
He’s endured. The deep pathos Chaney brings to this role 
offers horror lovers more insight into what makes his tragic 
monsters, Erik the Phantom and Quasimodo, become so 
much more than just boogeymen. 

In Roland West’s THE MONSTER, Chaney is wonderful 
as Dr. Ziska, a lunatic who’s taken over the asylum. This 
old dark house chiller, about three travelers who get caught 
in the doctor’s lair on a “dark and stormy night,” is a grand, 
eerie fun. The film’s storm swept setting is a labyrinth of 
shadows. Ziska makes for a terrifying, larger than life 
visage, though what his “experiments” are is somewhat 
vague. Though THE MONSTER’S slapstick comic 
elements, with our hapless travelers behaving like the 
Keystone Cops, falls flat, the bulk of the film is a good, old 
fashioned mad scientist movie, the likes of which they don’t 
make anymore. 

MR. WU is a stunning example of Chaney’s make-up 
skills. In this East meets West drama, Chaney appears as 
old Grandfather Wu and his own grandson, Mandarin Wu — 
he plays both characters at different ages. Known for 
creating his own makeups, Chaney creates an amazing face 
as the withered, emaciated 100 year old Grandfather. He is 
unrecognizable as himself, and becomes an ancient Chinese 
warlord. Much later in the film he again shows his 
awesome capacity for pulling audiences directly into his 
character’s suffering when Mandarin Wu is forced to 
execute his own daughter for not adhering to their ancient 
traditions. As Wu does his “duty,” the anguish in his face is 
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painful to watch. 

The releases continue with both the silent and sound versions 
of THE UNHOLY THREE (Chaney displays an equally 
breathtaking vocal range in the later) and MOCKERY, a 
drama of the Russian revolution in which he again completely 
disappears into his character, this time as a country peasant. 

Each film comes with a handsome box cover that recreates its 
original poster art. 

Hammer Films Then and Now: 

VAMPIRE CIRCUS (1971. Synapse Films) and 
LET ME IN (2010, Anchor Bay Entertainment) 

Hammer’s back! After three decades of operating as a 
marketing office for its back catalogue of films, the company is 
one again making SCARY movies. 

To make the good news even tastier, Hammer’s long unseen 
VAMPIRE CIRCUS makes its USA home debut, with some 
really nice extras. 

Let’s have a Hammerthon! 

When VAMPIRE CIRCUS was released (1971 in the UK, 
one year later 
Stateside) the 
company was 
admittedly in its 
waning days. After 

perhaps too many 

Frankenstein and 
Dracula sequels, the 
formula was starting to 
wear thin. Hammer 
was trying out new 
ideas to revive their 
brand VAMPIRE 
CIRCUS was one of 
the best of these latter 
day efforts. 

The setting is exactly 
what Hammerphiles 
expected: 19th century 
Europe. The pre- 
credit sequence, while well filmed, offers nothing new. Torch 
bearing villagers bum down “the castle.” 15 years later, as the 
villages slowly dies off from a mysterious plague, a circus 
comes to town. 

The performers in the Circus of the Night are either vampires 
or their servants. They’re in town to avenge the destruction of 
their leader, Count Mitterhouse, 15 years ago. It’s in those 
beautifully shot circus scenes that VAMPIRE CIRCUS 
develops its own identity: the film is a visual feast. High wire 
performers fly through the air in slow motion, turning into bats 
before the audience’s astonished eyes. A bald woman, clad 
only in a tiger body stocking, does a sensual, acrobatic dance. 
It’s impressive stuff! 

Viewers who prefer old fashioned Hammer horror won’t be 
disappointed: there’s plenty of fangs, neck biting, and a return 
to the castle for a battle to the death climax. 

VAMPIRE CIRCUS was only a moderate hit on its initial 
release, and that’s a shame. It’s a very well done piece, filled 
with many wonderful moments. 

Some of the disc’s extras are as much fun to watch as the 
feature: GALLERY OF GROTESQUERIES is a 15 minute 


documentary on the history of circus theriies horror films over a 
50 years period. VISITING THE HOUSE OF HAMMER is 
a fond look back at HOUSE OF HAMMER magazine, a UK 
publication that became the country’s own FAMOUS 
MONSTERS. The original theatrical trailer for VAMPIRE 
CIRCUS is also included, along with a newly produced 
MAKING OF short film: participants include Dave Prowse, 
who appeared in several Hammer horrors before achieving 
immortality as Darth Vader. 

With LET ME IN, Hammer’s first theatrical release in 
decades, the company presents a whole new take on the 
vampire genre. In this American shot remake of the Swedish 
film LET THE RIGHT ONE IN, Chloe Grace Moretz is 
chilling and heartbreaking as a 12 year old girl who lives as one 
of the undead: she doesn’t seem to be too sure about how old 
she actually is. 

In a wintry New 
Mexico town, she 
befriends Owen (Kodi- 
Smit McPhee), the boy 
next door. He’s bullied 
by other kids at school: 
she becomes his 
teacher and protector. 

There’s a sadness to 
LET ME IN (the title 
refers to vampires 
needing to be invited in 
before they can enter a 
home). For very 
different reasons, Abby 
and Owen are deeply, 
profoundly lonely. The 
bond they share in 
genuinely touching. 

But the film is also 
somewhat disturbing: 
it’s jarring to see a little girl brutally attack a grown man and 
tear his throat open! 1 trust that Moretz’s parents will use some 
of her salary from the movie to pay for therapy! 

The film is well made and worth seeing. Scary, superbly 
acted, and with an emotional depth that many horror films now 
lack, LET ME IN is a most welcome return for Hammer 
Horror! 

Be sure to check out the new Hammer logo at the beginning 
of the film: it honors the company’s rich cinematic history. 

Musical Shadows: SONGS FROM THE DARK SHADOWS A 
Gothic Musical by David Leinweber 

DARK SHADOWS’ star is on the rise: the audio dramas are 
a rousing success, and Tim Burton’s big screen film, starring 
Oscar nominees Johnny Depp and Jackie Earle Haley (with 
Hollywood heavyweights Michelle Pfeiffer and Helena 
Bonham Carter in talks for key roles) commences shooting on 
April 11,2011. 

The DARK SHADOWS parade continues, Atlanta Georgia 
based singer/songwriter David Leinweber, a folk artist whose 
work recalls the styling of musical legends Pete Seeger, 
Gordon Lightfoot and others, offers this lovely CD, featuring 
23 cuts inspired by the legendary TV show, plus one bonus 
track: Poe’s Annabel Lee performed in song — this track in 
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particular is stunning. 

Leinweber reports that the CD is a preview for a proposed 
DARK SHADOWS stage musical, an idea that the late Dan 
Curtis, who created SHADOWS, toyed with around 10 years 
ago. If such a project ever comes to pass, this reviewer 
wouldn’t want anyone other than Leinweber composing the 
score. 

SONGS FROM THE DARK SHADOWS is lovely: simple, 
romantic, haunting, somewhat spooky, just like the TV show 
that inspired it. The composer performs all the songs: the sad 
longing in his voice will remind devotees of Jonathan’s Frid’s 
stunning performance as the lonely vampire Barnabas: think of 
Gordon Lightfoot’s voice when he sang the tragic “The Wreck 
of the Edmond Fitzgerald,” or the ghostly voice of the great 
Leonard Cohen, and you’ll get a good idea of what the very 
talented Leinweber brings to the table. 

Barnabas of course, wasn’t DS’ only tragic character. Track 
7, “Little Sarah,” effectively captures the “spirit” of Sarah 
Collins, Collinwood’s resident little girl ghost, searching for 
her family after nearly 200 years. Track 13, “Eyes of 
Angelique,” begins with a lovely violin strain that harkens back 
to the character’s origins in the 1 7th century. The song tells us 
what we already knew: that beneath all her rage and hate: all 
the witch wanted was to be loved. 

The CD is a welcome respite from the over produced techno 
music of today. In addition to violin, it features the artist’s own 
fingers strumming his folk guitar, or tinkling on his piano. It’s 
music you can relax to. 

Leinweber reports that one song, “Daphne,” attracted the 
attention of Kate Jackson, the actress who played Daphne 
Harridge during DS’ final year. “Her encouraging words 
helped inspire me to finish the project,” he said in a letter to 
your Scary Reviewer.

FROZEN (2010) 

(93 minutes, Anchor Bay Entertainment) 

A chiller if ever there was one. Three 
obnoxious, self entitled teenagers find 
themselves trapped high above the ground 
in a ski lift. At night. During a blizzard. 
And the ski lodge is deserted. 

This genuinely frightening film details 
their failed attempts to escape as death 
inches closer and closer. 

The three of them in the chair comprises 
around 80% of the film, with our anti- 
heroes being the only characters seen for 


most of that time. 

It’s anything but | 
dull. 

Writer/director 
Adam Green 
wisely gives his 
film heart. After 
they become 
trapped, we spend 
a little time with 
these ill fated kids. 

We get to know 
who they really are 
as they sadly 
realize that they’re 
in a situation of 
their own making. 

We see that they 
genuinely care about each other. Their attempts at escaping 
become a tragedy of errors that builds to a terrifying 
conclusion. 

FROZEN isn’t “torture pom.” It’s not a slice and dice movie 
in the SAW mode. When Dan (Kevin Zegers) meets his 
horrifying, grisly demise, Green wisely cuts away from his 
death. While we hear his screams of anguish off camera, we 
see the heartbreak in the faces of the girl friend and best friend 
(Emma Bell, Shawn Ashmore) the ill fated young man leaves 
behind. The scene simultaneously frightens and induces tears. 

FROZEN is an exceptionally well crafted film. Scary and 
suspenseful, it offers an emotional depth that few films of this 
type are capable of presenting.

This beautifully bound hardcover 
book, published at about the time the 
Hammer icon passed away, now stands 
as a lasting tribute to a renaissance 
woman who more than made her mark 
on horror film history. 

Pitt (1937-2010) lived quite a colorful 
life, one that began immersed in 
tragedy. The Polish bom beauty found 
herself interred in a Nazi concentration 
camp as a young girl. But she survived. 
Cotter’s lovely career biography covers 
everything she did in the years that 
followed: acting on film, TV, the stage, 
and writing. Every single performance 
Pitt gave, every filmed production she 
was in, is analyzed, with the beauty 
herself offering commentary and 
personal memories. This begins with her 
work in a Spanish chiller called 
SOUND OF HORROR, continues on 
to a showy role in the Clint Eastwood 
action film WHERE EAGLES DARE 
(which should have brought about 
mainstream stardom but didn’t), her 
horror roles, and includes her guest 
appearances on various British TV 
series, and the smaller film roles that 
came her way in the 80s. 

We’d often heard about Pitt’s second 
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Ingrid Pitt lived life to its fullest 
and greatly enjoyed everything 
she did. She embraced her 
horror films, and was immensely 
proud of the now classic THE 
VAMPIRE LOVERS (1970). 
She was an icon who’ll be 
greatly missed. Cotter’s book, 
with it’s wealth of information 
and many photographs, gives us 
a far greater understanding of 
how accomplished a person she 
was.

Cassie finds the unintended rhyme humorous and snickers. 
Z’mo continues with his report. “He’s what Earthians would 
refer to as a crooked businessman.” 

“You mean a gangster,” asks Joseph. 

Z’mo nods and resumes. “Yes. He was petitioning for the 
senior chair position on the Lofoorian High Council. There 
were too many dark chapters on his record for that to happen. 
So he needed strength, a means to take leadership by force.” 
The picture changes to reveal a stunning Lofoorian woman.

CARS 2, the sequel to the Disney classic, will debut June 24. 

RISE OF THE APES, the unofficial origin of the PLANET 
OF THE APES universe, will debut June 24 as well. This 
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movie has undergone a lot of changes from its humble origins 
and only time will tell if it has been worthwhile. 

TRANSFORMERS 3 will be out July 1. Part of this film 
was shot in Chicago last summer so fans of the city may get a 
kick out of seeing what gets destroyed. 

HARRY POTTER the final chapter will be released on July 
15. Iam kind of sad to see this one go. I enjoyed the books 
and the movies. It’ll be tough to say goodbye. The cool thing, 
though, will be taking a day to sit and watch the entire series in 
your own home. 

CAPTAIN AMERICA THE FIRST AVENGER will debut 
July 22. This movie stars Chris Evans as Cap. Chris played 
the Human Torch in the FANTASTIC FOUR movies. 
Playing the Red Skull will be Hugo Weaving who was the 
inspector in THE WOLF MAN and Elrond in the LORD OF

The FRIGHT NIGHT remake will hit theaters August 19, 
2011 It stars Colin Farrell as the vampire, Anton Yelchin 
(young Kirk in STAR TREK. TERMINATOR 
SALVATION) and Dr. Who’s David Tennant also star. The 
movie does deviate from the original quite a bit. Chris 
Sarandon, the vampire from the original, will have a cameo in 
this movie.

Also coming out this year will be NIGHT OF THE LIVING 
DEAD ORIGINS in 3-DUH. I am not too excited about this 
one. It takes place in New York City at the time of the original 
outbreak. Bill Moseley and Tony Todd reprise their roles from 
the 1990 remake as voices only. The director is using a new 
technique that will allow him to insert animated zombies 
anywhere he feels like it without actually having to film them 
on a set.

Filming as we speak are three Marvel films: THE 
AVENGERS starring a big named cast directed by Joss

Ivan Reitman recently told the press that Bill Murray has yet 
to read the script for GHOSTBUSTERS 3. Bill is not keen on 
coming back but won’t officially say that. The film is 
generated to introduce a new generation of ghost busters 
(obviously for sequel purposes). 

Last time I mentioned how THE HOBBIT may not get made. 
To date Martin Freeman (Tim of the British version of THE 
OFFICE) is signed to play Bilbo Baggins. Hugo Weaving is 
back as Elrond. Cate Blanchett has signed to reprise her role as 
Galadriel. Ian McKellan will be back as Gandalf. It all sounds 
pretty good. 

The problem is that unions are fighting with Peter Jackson. I 


guess some may want more money because the original trilogy 
earned so many hundreds of millions and the other people 
behind the scenes didn’t make much at all. The entire 
production may have to move out of New Zealand entirely. 

The third Batman movie called THE DARK KNIGHT 
RISES. Rumor has it that the film was based on the mini- 
series later turned graphic novel called PREY The series was 
part of the long running comic book LEGENDS OF THE 
DARK KNIGHT The graphic novel was selling for over 
S 1 00 on ebay and the single issues were fetching $20 or more.

British actor Henry Cavill, a relative unknown, is slated to 
play Superman in the new movie. The film is expected to be 
ready for Christmas 2012. 

James Cameron recently stated that AVATAR sequels will be 
out in 2014 and 2015. I still haven’t seen this movie all the 
way through. 

After announcing a CLOVERFIELD sequel in 2009, J. J. 
Abrams has not commented anymore on the development of 
the project. The movie was a big money maker for being 
released in January. We’ll have to wait for more news. 

SAW ended its run with a big 3-DUH finale last fall. If you 
think that’s the end then think again. Right now the story is 
done and complete, but when the producers are looking for a

Couecneie and Things 

H ow are you doing with your monster collection? Is it 
growing? Or are you being careful to just collect those 
items that mean the most to you? I am at the stage now 
where it is time to downsize. At one time I thought it 
was cool just to have a lot of stuff, but then I wanted to display 
it and found out that a lot of my collection remained in boxes. 
Danny Roebuck discovered this too. Plus a lot of time gets 
devoted to a collection and when you have a lot of stuff you 
must give it more time. So now may be the time to downsize. 
You see, the public is becoming more aware of collecting. 
With shows like AMERICAN PICKERS, PAWN STARS, 
AUCTION KINGS, AUCTION HUNTERS, STORAGE 
WARS, and so many other collecting shows out there, the 
public is becoming more aware. This is good if you want to 
sell your collectibles but bad if you want to start a collection. 

I go to a lot of auctions and I have noticed they are becoming 
more crowded. Items that once sold for pennies are selling for a 
lot of money with no sensible explanation. You wouldn’t know 
the economy was bad when you see how much people will 
spend on a collectible. 

And more goodies are coming out. Moebius Models is going 
full steam reproducing quality kits like the recently released 
CREATURE from the MONSTERS OF THE MOVIES 
series, Amok Time is offering some awesome goodies, and 
Sideshow is continuing its quality of excellence in fantasy 
collectibles. Seriously, it is a great time to be a collector! 

Noted collectibles expert Harry Rinker has a rule which states 
that in the first thirty years of a collectible’s life, the value is 
speculative. Prices could vary from one end of the country to 
the next, but after thirty years the price for an object is about 
the same wherever you go. 

Well, anything from 1980 on back fits the rule. Most vintage 
monster items now have a standard price across the country. 
The only exception to Rinker’s Rule has been what happens on 
ebay. 

When an item is placed in an auction setting like ebay the 
price may go higher or lower than what is the norm depending 
on who is bidding. I have often found that new people coming 
into the hobby are willing to pay more for an item than 
someone who has been collecting for a number of years. 

The 1980s is now the decade to watch. Prices of collectibles 
made during that time are beginning to stabilize. 

Interestingly enough, a major publisher of price guides has 
called it quits. Several reasons were given for this decision. 
The first is that ebay defies the price guides regularly. While I 
always used guides as a reference material I know many people 
held them as gospel. More people will flock to ebay and search 
under the completed auctions listings to figure out an average 
price for an item. The second reason is that some collecting 
categories are no longer valid. How many people do you know 
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collect fountain pens? Match books? 

Calling cards? 

It’s always a good idea to be familiar 
with what you have so that you don’t get 
ripped off. That is the value and curse of 
the flood of collectibles shows on TV 
People are now realizing that some of 
their belongings have value but too often 
they believe that even their damaged 
items are worthy of the high end of the 
grading stick when it comes to that value. 

And in case you missed it, you can 
probably find one on ebay at a reasonable 
price. I am talking about the KING 
KONG Hallmark ornament. This was an 
unsung beauty that most people ignored. 

You got a sculpt of the original KING 
KONG! A lot of people more familiar 
with the Peter Jackson version ignored 
this guy, and that was their loss. Don’t 
you be lost. Grab one while they are still 
cheap. 

Th( ue w Dracuia Ring 

I mentioned this a few issues ago. A 
company has made an exact prop 
replica of the Bela Lugosi Dracuia 
ring. It has finally hit the market. 

The ring comes in two editions. One is Elite version 
an affordable base metal prop while the other is a special 
precious metal and stone limited edition replica. You need to 
know how to tell them apart because I know someone will be 
devious enough to pass the cheaper one off as a rare one. 

Both look very much like the replica sold by Forry Ackerman 
a decade or so ago. That ring currently has been selling for 
close to three hundred dollars. It comes in small wooden 
coffin. The new ones come in two ways. The cheaper one 
looks like sterling silver. The “stone” is a bright red. This 
copy comes in a plastic glass-paned box with a Dracuia Image 
on a card enclosed with the box. The expensive one comes in a 
similar glass box but it is enclosed in a larger cardboard box 
that resembles a crate. The ring is stamped .925 inside opposite 
the precious stone. The number .925 is the European stamp 
indicating that the metal is sterling silver. International law 
requires that silver must be .925 pure to qualify as sterling and 
each sterling piece must be 
stamped either .925 or sterling. 

The stone is browner red. It also 
comes with a hand-numbered 
certificate. So do not be fooled 
when buying what you think may 
be the rarer of the rings. 

Comic Books 

C omic books have come a 
long way in a short time. 

Just look at the list of 
movies coming out for the 
next two years. They rose in 
popularity during the late 1980s 
and early 1990s only to almost 
become extinct by 1994. Now 
they are back better than ever!

The success of THE WALKING DEAD television series has 
seen the comic book series become hot. Not only has the 
number of sales increased per issue, but fans are now buying 
hard and soft cover collections of the comic, and for those who 
can’t wait once a month for an issue the comic is also produced 
weekly in smaller page size. 

DC Comics is boasting that its comics are only $2.99. The 
company even put out a massive campaign to retailers to 
advertise that fact. Marvel Comics is going to follow suit. 
Right now a copy of AMAZING SPIDER-MAN is $3.99 and 
that comic comes out 3 times a month! 

Superheroes have become darker. Death occurs regularly in 
comic books. It was rare in the 1960s. Comics now have more 
messages in them than “crime doesn’t pay.” The artwork is 
more beautiful and revealing. 

Other comics are gaining in popularity. Archie Comics has 
gotten big all because of the 
fantasy issues of Archie finally 
getting married. Archie Comics 
will be dropping the Comics Code 
symbol from their cover of their 
books. That symbol was part of 
the big comic book censorship 
fiasco of the 1950s when comics 
were criticized for corrupting the 
youth of America. Even though 
comics were vindicated the 
industry ran scared and decided to 
censor itself by setting up this 
authority which had final say 
whether a story got printed in any 
comic or not.

nly a few new DVDs trickling in since the 
recent SCARY MONSTERS 
MEMORIES YEARBOOK (which 
features my favorite cover on a SCARY 
MONSTERS ever!). 

The one that has had the biggest impact with 
classic horror and sci-fi fans is the Roger Corman 
Triple Feature disc of NOT OF THIS EARTH/ 

ATTACK OF THE CRAB MONSTERS/WAR 
OF THE SATELLITES all from 1957 These 
were films sought after by fans for years. The 
best fans could find would be rough 16mm prints. 

Finally, nice prints are available thanks to this 
Shout Factory double DVD release. NOT OF 
THIS EARTH, just in case you don’t know, is a 
space-age vampire movie. A alien vampire with 
deadly all-white, weird eyes is among us. His job, 
to pioneer our planet as a feeding ground for his 
race. That movie alone has had fans clambering for 
a good release since the dawn of VHS! Well it’s 
here and the set is great. Keep 'em coming Shout 
Factory! 

MGM has released the BLACULA films as a 
double feature but not under the lamented 
“Midnite Movies” series, but in a “Soul Cinema” 
series. Even without the “Midnite Movies” 
branding, you still have crystal clear prints from 
the MGM vaults. ..I remember seeing BLACULA 
first on THE CBS LATE MOVIE on a Friday 
night at 11 :30PM back in the 1970s. Fun stuff! 

MGM has also issued the HOUSE OF THE 
LONG SHADOWS film on DVD. It’s big claim 
to fame is the pooling of four greats in one film: 

Vincent Price, Christopher Lee, Peter Cushing and 
John Carradine. It’s issued as a pro DVD-R disc. 

It’s a trend with the big studios these days where 
they don’t feel a full pressing of tens of thousands 
would be financially feasible.. .in this format they 
do small runs to order and the quality coming right 
from the studio is still very, very good. At least 
it’s getting some of the more fringe releases out! 

Lion’s Gate has been digging South-of-the-Border again and 
coming up with four vintage Mexican films. The biggie is 
RIDER OF THE SKULLS from 1965 which sports a wide 
array of monsters, action and some original mixing of genres. 
They doubled that with THE MASKED RIDER. The other 
set is a comedy-horror pair with the Mexican comedy team of 
Tin Tan and “El Loco.” The prints are fabulous, pristine... but, 
be alerted — they are in Spanish, with no subtitles. But, I 
always say, that these cool Mexican monster films are pretty 
simple in plot and if you’ve always watched monster 
movies... you can pick up the standard plots pretty easy even if 
you don’t speak Spanish. To show you my obsessiveness. I’ve 
actually bought “Learn Spanish at Home” CDs to learn some of 


the basics. Why? Because I want to pickup more as I watch 
these. I know... I know.. .pretty obsessive. But, aren’t we all?! 
On the horizon, Synapse has TWINS OF EVIL and HANDS 
OF THE RIPPER planned for release this year. A couple of 
Hammers that will please! Plus, maybe some more Hammer 
surprises coming our way from the folks of Synapse. 

Well, let's get at it...here are the latest DVD releases to 
look for at your local retail stores, mail order outfits and 
online locations: 

BLACULA/SCREAM BLACULA, SCREAM BLACULA 
(1972) An African tribal leader is turned into a vampire by 
Count Dracula. He searches the world for his lost tribal queen, 
only to find her reincarnated centuries later in America. 

A cross 
between Dracula themes and The Mummy! Dig those bell- 
bottoms.

people. Terror in the lawless wild west reigns in this action 
thriller from Mexico.
